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Introduction

A  Collection  of  Liberty  Seated  Proof  Half  Dollars 


We  present  for  your  bidding  consideration  a  complete  run 
of  Proof  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars  from  1858  through  the 
last  year  of  issue,  1891.  Although  scattered  Proofs  of  earlier 
dates  are  sometimes  seen,  1858  represents  the  first  year  that 
such  pieces  were  offered  to  collectors.  The  mintage  of  the 
1858  was  but  80  coins. 

The  design  of  the  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar  traces  its 
origins  to  a  sketch  by  Thomas  Sully  prepared  in  1835.  From 
this  design,  Christian  Gobrecht,  an  engraver  at  the  Mint 
(who  was  to  succeed  William  Kneass  upon  the  latter's  death), 
prepared  pattern  silver  dollars  in  1836.  The  first  Liberty 
Seated  coins  for  circulation  were  the  half  dimes  and  dimes 
of  1837.  In  the  half  dollar  denomination  the  initial  produc¬ 
tion  coinage  occurred  in  1839. 

Mintages  of  Proof  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars  of  the 
1858-1891  span  averaged  600  to  800  pieces,  with  some  ex¬ 
ceptions  higher  and  lower.  Over  the  years  many  of  these 
have  disappeared  or  have  been  damaged.  Accordingly,  the 
completion  of  a  date  run  is  a  very  difficult  task.  Budget  con¬ 
siderations  aside,  it  probably  would  take  at  least  a  year  to 
two  to  duplicate  the  offering  presented  here. 

The  appeal  of  Proof  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars  is  varied. 
Those  in  the  following  offering  with  dates  1858-1865  are 
without  motto  and  are  thus  desirable  for  type  set  purposes. 
Issues  from  1866  through  1891  bear  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  and  are  likewise  needed  for  type  sets.  The  1873  and 
1874  issues  with  arrows  at  date  are  popular  for  the  same 
reason. 

Beginning  in  1878  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  preoccupied 
with  coining  immense  quantities  of  Morgan  dollars  in 
response  to  the  Bland- Allison  Act.  Accordingly,  there  was 
little  time  to  produce  other  silver  denominations.  The  regular 
business  strike  mintages  of  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars  from 
1879  through  1890  are  severely  restricted,  thus  placing  an 
additional  demand  on  the  related  Proofs. 


Rare  1858  Proof  Half  Dollar 


1  1858  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Probably  a  Proof-65  example,  but  we 

are  being  conservative  as  there  are  a  number  of  lint  marks  on  the  sur¬ 
face  (due  to  incomplete  wiping  of  the  Proof  die;  lint  marks  are  caused 
by  stray  pieces  of  lint  adhering).  Only  80  such  pieces  were  produced. 
Of  this  number,  probably  not  more  than  40  or  50  survive  today,  of 
which  no  more  than  a  handful  can  equal  the  presently-offered 
specimen.  A  classic  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 


2  1859  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  few  hairlines  away  from  Proof-65 

status.  With  attractive  light  iridescent  toning  around  the  borders. 

Although  the  mint  production  quantity  is  listed  at  800,  there  is  no 
evidence  that  all  were  distributed.  It  was  the  practice  at  the  mint  at 
the  time  to  coin  pieces  in  groups  and  put  them  "on  the  shelf"  for  even¬ 
tual  sale.  Often  quantities  remained  unsold.  Today  the  1859  Proof 
half  dollar  is  scarce  and  is  seldom  offered. 


3  1860  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  with  claims  to  Proof-65.  A  few  lint  marks 

away  from  strict  Proof-65  status,  in  the  opinion  of  the  cataloguer, 
but  prospective  bidders  may  opt  to  grade  it  Proof-65.  A  glittering, 
brilliant  specimen  of  a  scarce  issue.  Although  1,000  were  reported 
to  have  been  coined,  we  doubt  if  more  than  300  or  400  could  be  traced 
today.  Not  more  than  a  few  dozen  can  equal  the  quality  of  the  pres¬ 
ently  offered  coin. 
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vrs  and  Merena  —  Half  Dollars 


1861  Proof-60  to  Proof-63  with  some  old  hairlines  and  traces  of 
cloudiness.  Brilliant,  save  for  a  tiny  (and  easily  removable,  if  desired) 
toning  streak  on  the  reverse.  A  Civil  War  year  coin. 


8  1865  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  to  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  but  with 

a  tiny  rim  bump  on  the  border  by  the  ninth  star.  One  of  just  500  Proofs 
minted.  Rare  and  seldom  seen.  Last  year  of  the  without-motto  style. 


1862  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Fully  brilliant,  save  for  a  tiny  toning  area  on 
the  reverse.  Some  tiny  hairlines  in  the  field  keep  this  away  from 
Proof-65  status.  Sharp  and  attractive.  Another  Civil  War  year  coin. 
Restricted  Proof  mintage  of  just  550  pieces. 

Note:  At  the  time  the  Philadelphia  Mint  would  not  accept  United 
States  currency  in  payment  for  Proof  coins.  Rather,  prospective  pur¬ 
chasers  had  to  use  hard  money  — coins — to  buy  Proofs.  This  cumber¬ 
some  ordering  procedure  resulted  in  sharply  reduced  mintages  for  the 
period. 


1863  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  glittering,  brilliant,  beautiful  specimen 
of  this  Civil  War  year  issue.  Just  460  were  made,  the  lowest  mintage 
during  the  conflict  between  the  states.  Probably  no  more  than  a  cou¬ 
ple  hundred  can  be  traced  today. 


1864  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Another  attractive  Civil  War  half  dollar. 
Just  470  Proofs  were  made  and,  like  the  preceding,  probably  no  more 
than  a  couple  hundred  still  survive. 


9  1866  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  glittering,  splendid  specimen  of  the 

first  year  with  the  reverse  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  One  of  just 
725  pieces  made.  It  is  doubtful  if  more  than  40  or  50  pieces  exist  to¬ 
day  in  condition  equal  to  the  one  offered  here.  A  numismatic  prize! 

Note:  Various  mottos  were  proposed  for  our  coinage,  including 
GOD  OUR  TRUST,  GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY,  and  the  adopted 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  the  latter  being  derived  from  the  line  in  one 
of  the  stanzas  of  Francis  Scott  Key's  The  Star  Spangled  Banner:  "and 
let  this  be  our  motto,  in  God  is  our  trust." 


10  1867  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Another  sharp  and  desirable  piece. 


11  1868  Select  Proof-63.  Very  deep  gray  toning;  obviously  a  piece  from 

an  old-time  cabinet,  a  coin  reminiscent  of  those  we  sold  for  The  New 
York  Public  Library  in  the  autumn  of  1982.  Scarce  issue;  just  600 
Proofs  were  made.

One 
of  just  550  pieces  made.  In  great  demand  for  type  set  purposes. 

Note:  Arrows  were  placed  at  the  date  of  1873  and  1874  coins  to 
signify  a  slight  weight  increase  to  12.50  grams;  in  distinction  to  the 
arrows  placed  at  the  date  of  1853-1855  half  dollars  to  denote  a  decrease 
in  weight.

Definitely  one  of  the  finest  known 
examples  of  this  issue.  Probably  not  more  than  30  or  40  equal  pieces 
can  be  traced  in  all  of  numismatics.

Note:  It  is  believed  that  just  1,000  of  these  were  struck,  thus  rank¬ 
ing  it  among  the  lowest  of  all  gold  dollar  mintages.  Although  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  mentions  this  variety  in  a  footnote,  in 
general  it  has  been  overlooked  by  many  collectors.  In  terms  of  present- 
day  market  value  in  combination  with  true  rarity,  here  is  a  sleeper! 
And,  the  exquisite  high  relief  and  the  dished  fields  of  this  issue— 
which  are  unlike  the  later  1849  gold  dollars— give  the  coin  a  cameo¬ 
like  appearance  of  unusual  beauty.

Extraordinary  1849-D  Gold  Dollar 


40  1849-D  Open  wreath  (as  are  all).  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 

Sharply  struck,  a  very  unusual  situation  for  this  issue.  David  Akers 
notes  that  "the  1849-D  is  often  softly  struck  on  the  hair,  giving  the 
appearance  of  wear  even  if  there  really  is  none."  The  presently-offered 
coin  is  an  exception  to  the  general  rule. 

In  keeping  with  all  authentic  examples  of  the  1849-D,  the  denticles 
are  not  sharply  impressed.  The  Dahlonega  Mint  (like  the  Charlotte 
Mint)  utilized  hand-operated  coining  presses  which  resulted  in  uneven 
and  imperfect  striking.  The  Philadelphia,  New  Orleans,  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  facilities  all  had  steam-powered  coining  presses  which  produced 
stereotyped  pieces  of  fairly  uniformed  quality.  The  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  pieces  of  the  era  thus  possess  hand-made  characteristics 
giving  each  a  distinctive  "personality."

MS-60.  Breen  variety  2  with  thin  letters,  leaves,  and  numerals.  Ap¬ 
parently  combined  with  the  obverse  die  described  as  Breen  variety 
1,  with  a  die  break  from  the  bust  point  to  the  border;  actually  a  late 
state  of  this  obverse  die,  shattered,  displaying  additional  breaks  from 
the  third  star  to  the  nose,  from  the  hair  to  the  border  between  the 
sixth  and  seventh  stars,  and  several  breaks  emanating  from  the  eleventh 
star  (one  connecting  to  the  border,  another  to  the  back  of  the  hair, 
still  another  to  a  different  point  on  the  border,  and  a  further  one  to 
the  preceding  star).  Apparently  the  obverse  die  was  resurfaced,  for 
there  are  die  polish  marks  and  vertical  striae.  The  present  piece  is  ex¬ 
ceedingly  fascinating  to  examine  under  magnification! 

David  Akers  notes  that  1849-0  is  very  hard  to  find  in  higher  grades 
such  as  AU  and  Uncirculated  and,  indeed,  has  fewer  auction  ap¬ 
pearances  in  these  grades  than  does  1849-D! 


42  1851  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  sharply  struck  and  very 

frosty  specimen  of  this  issue.  An  ideal  candidate  for  a  type  set  to  il¬ 
lustrate  the  Type  I  gold  dollar  (the  style  minted  1849-1854). 


43  1851  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharp,  lustrous,  and  fros¬ 
ty.  Another  very  attractive  gold  dollar.  Consider  this  one  for  your 
type  set! 

44  1851-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Very,  very  close  to 
MS-65.  Sharply  struck.  Much,  much  more  elusive  than  Philadelphia 
Mint  coins  of  the  same  date  (as  might  be  expected,  for  the  mintage 
is  less  than  a  tenth  of  the  Philadelphia  figure),  and  yet  this  piece 
catalogues  for  little  more.

51  1854  Type  I,  design  of  1849-1854.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Sharp 
and  frosty.  Some  slight  friction  on  the  cheek  and  hair  keep  this  from 
the  MS-63  or  MS-65  category,  but  if  the  fields  were  to  be  graded  alone 
(without  respect  to  the  portrait),  one  of  the  latter  grades  would  be 
a  strong  possibility!

to  its  status  as  the  only  San  Francisco  gold  dollar  of  the  Type  I  design.

Company  and  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold).

AU-50.  A  very  sharp  striking,  unusual  as  such.  Much  original  mint 
lustre  still  remains.  A  very  desirable  example. 


54  1859  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  with  many  features  of 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  MS-65. 

1859  gold  dollars  are  very  elusive  in  this  condition.  Indeed,  it  was 
not  until  the  late  1870s  that  gold  dollars  attracted  a  wide  number  of 
numismatists,  investors,  speculators,  and  jewelers  (who  had  a  lively 
trade  in  selling  these  to  the  public).  Here  is  still  another  example  of 
a  piece  which  catalogues  as  a  "common  date"  but  which  in  this  con¬ 
dition  isn't!

the  word  LIBERTY  being  clearly  visible  in  an  arc  below  the  date.' 
The  presently-offered  specimen  differs  and  shows  most  of  the  instances 
of  the  clash  marks  on  the  obverse,  and  does  not  have  the  reverse  clash 
characteristics  noted  in  the  Akers  reference. 

Just  7,130  pieces  were  struck.  The  1866  gold  dollar  is  very  scarce 
as  a  date,  although  of  the  pieces  known,  many  are  Uncirculated.  In 
absolute  terms,  probably  no  more  than  several  hundred  exist  in  all 
conditions.

59  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Consigned  by  Roy  Harte, 

the  owner  told  the  cataloguer  that  this  is  his  very  favorite  of  the  many 
1873-dated  coins  he  has  owned  over  the  years! 

Just  25  Proofs  were  made  according  to  Mint  records,  and  of  this 
number  it  is  estimated  that  only  15  to  20  exist  today.  Walter  Breen 
(in  The  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins)  notes 
that  the  feather  in  the  headdress  is  incomplete  below  the  A  of  STATES, 
a  diagnostic  characteristic  of  Proofs. 

As  a  date,  without  regard  to  the  Proof  status  of  the  present  piece, 
the  1873  Closed-3  is  exceedingly  rare.  Just  1,800  business  strikes  were 
made  in  addition  to  the  25  Proofs.  Clearly,  this  is  one  of  the  major 
rarities  in  the  gold  dollar  series. 

Obtained  from  veteran  dealer  Abe  Kosoff  many  years  ago. 


57  1866  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60,  possibly  even  really  MS-63.  Struck 

from  dies  which  were  resurfaced  (and  which  display  striae)  follow¬ 
ing  clashing  without  an  intervening  planchet.  David  Akers  refers  to 
business  strikes  which  show  "severe  clash  marks  on  the  reverse  with

63  1874  MS-63/65.  The  obverse  is  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,

in  Walter  Breen's  monograph.  A  sharp  and  frosty  specimen  that  would 
be  ideal  for  a  type  set. 


64  1874  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Just  a  trace  of  light  strik¬ 
ing  at  the  very  highest  center  obverse  hair  detail,  a  feature  which 
perhaps  shouldn't  even  be  mentioned,  for  overall  the  coin  is  sharp, 
frosty,  and  attractive.

example,  with  the  reverse,  if  graded  separately,  fully  meriting  the 
designation  of  Uncirculated.  The  coin  possesses  a  very  pleasing  per¬ 
sonality.  Unlike  many  of  its  contemporaries,  it  has  not  been  subjected 
to  mishandling,  nor  does  it  have  any  problems.  It  is,  stated  simply, 
a  nice  example. 

The  date  numerals  of  the  1805  are  characterized  by  a  tiny  final  digit, 
obviously  incorrectly  sized.  This  situation  is  common  to  all  known 
examples. 

Quarter  eagles  of  the  1796-1807  era,  while  containing  no  "impossi¬ 
ble  rarities,  are  characterized  by  their  scarcity.  Relatively  few  are 
minted  to  being  with,  and  what  specimens  survived  the  first  decade 
or  two  of  use  were  for  the  most  part  melted  in  the  years  immediately 
preceding  1834  (when  the  intrinsic  or  melt-down  value  of  such  coins 
was  higher  than  their  face  value).  The  present  coin  is  a  numismatic 
prize. 


1826  Quarter  Eagle  Rarity 


82  1826  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  AU-50,  with  traces  of  prooflike  surface  on 

the  obverse.  Sharply  struck,  well  centered,  and  pleasing  in  all  respects. 

This  issue  is  sometimes  catalogued  as  an  overdate,  1826/5,  and  in¬ 
deed  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  identifies  it  in  this  man¬ 


ner.  However,  it  is  our  feeling  that  while  the  terminal  digit  may  be 
slightly  recut,  it  is  not  over  a  5. 

The  1826  quarter  eagle  is  remarkable  for  its  mintage  figure  of  just 
760  coins,  far  and  away  the  lowest  of  any  of  its  1821-1834  design  type* 
(the  next  lowest  being  a  much  larger  figure:  2,600  for  the  1824  II. 
To  be  fair,  such  mintage  figures  should  be  taken  with  a  grain  of  salt, 
for  close  attention  was  not  paid  to  the  dating  of  dies.  Another  factor 
is  that  numerous  pieces  apparently  were  melted  before  reaching  general 
circulation  (this  accounts  for  the  discrepancies  among  half  eagles  of 
the  same  period).  1827,  with  a  reported  mintage  of  2,800  pieces,  is 
about  as  rare  as  the  1826.  Still,  the  published  low  mintage  does  lend 
a  certain  appeal! 

David  Akers  has  traced  34  auction  appearances  of  the  1826  quarter 
eagle  over  many  decades.  Allowing  for  duplicate  appearances  of  the 
same  coin,  this  probably  nets  to  about  15  to  20  distinctly  different 
pieces.  When  one  considers  that  many  coins  change  hands  by  other 
than  the  auction  forum,  additional  pieces  can  be  added  to  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  this  date.  While  any  figure  is  purely  an  estimate,  our  guess 
is  that  the  total  number  of  1826  quarter  eagles  in  all  grades  is  prob¬ 
ably  about  50.  As  such  it  is  certainly  a  prime  American  rarity. 


Elusive  1830  Quarter  Eagle 


83  1830  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  Sharply  struck,  fros¬ 

ty,  and  very  beautiful.  A  tiny  scratch  in  the  obverse  field  culminating 
in  a  rim  mark  at  the  fourth  star  serves  to  identify  the  piece  and  does 
not  measurably  detract  from  the  overall  beauty  of  the  coin. 

While  the  mintage  of  this  piece  is  posted  at  4,540  coins,  most  quarter 
eagles  struck  during  this  period  never  achieved  wide  circulation  but 
were  either  exported  or  went  into  the  hands  of  bullion  brokers  who 
melted  them. 

The  1830  quarter  eagle  is  a  member  of  the  general  1821-1834  type. 
This  type  can  be  divided  into  two  subtypes,  issues  from  1821  through 
1827,  which  have  a  larger  diameter  (with  the  result  that  the  head  of 
Miss  Liberty  seems  to  be  less  "crowded"  in  the  field),  and  those  of 
1829-1834  with  smaller  diameter.

very  frosty.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  issue. 

Although  an  Uncirculated  1860-S  quarter  eagle  catalogues  for  just 
$1,000,  this  is  a  theoretical  value.  In  practice,  few  such  pieces  exist. 
David  Akers  notes  the  auction  appearance  of  just  two  specimens  over 
a  long  period  of  years,  to  which  can  be  added  the  piece  sold  by  us 
as  Lot  192  in  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Collection  of  U.S.  gold  coins,  Oc¬ 
tober  1982,  for  $5,775  (for  an  MS-65  coin).  It  is  doubtful  if  more  than 
a  half  dozen  AU  coins,  comparable  to  the  one  offered  here  survive, 
and  even  this  estimate  may  be  on  the  high  side.  At  the  time  of  issue 
in  1860,  not  a  single  collector  was  the  slightest  bit  interested  in  sav¬ 
ing  gold  coins  by  mintmark  varieties.  Accordingly,  the  survival  of 
such  pieces  is  strictly  a  matter  of  chance.  While  some  numismatists 
bemoan  the  lack  of  availability  of  true  rarities  at  reasonable  prices. 
they  do  so  only  because  popular  investment  writers  seem  to  concen¬ 
trate  on  narrow  fields— Morgan  dollars,  commemorative,  and  the 
like— and,  within  these  certain  fields,  investment  attention  has  been 
so  intensely  focused  that  true  rarities  are  indeed  expensive!  But,  in 
paths  less  trodden,  ample  opportunities  still  exist  for  the  alert 
numismatist.  Indeed,  there  are  many  true  sleepers  and  bargains.  We 
recommend  the  series  for  your  study.

A  perusal  of  these  books  (and 
there  is  no  sense  buying  them  unless  you  intend  to  read  them!)  will 
vividly  demonstrate  that  many  gold  coins  with  nominal  catalogue 
/alues  are  extreme  rarities. 


85  1861  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Just  a  gnat's  eyebrow  away 

from  full  MS-65  status.  Struck  from  incompletely  finished  dies  showing 
microscopic  striae. 

1861  has  a  generous  mintage  figure  of  1,283,878  pieces — the  largest 
of  its  era.  Accordingly,  more  specimens  have  survived  in  Uncirculated 
grade  than  have  for  other  dates  immediately  before  or  after.  While 
not  an  extreme  rarity,  an  MS-63  specimen  of  the  1861  quarter  eagle 
is  still  legitimately  scarce.  Probably  about  50-100  Mint  State  coins 
survive  totally. 


86  Pair  of  quarter  eagles:  1861  EF-40  and  1925-D  Indian  AU-50.  1  Total: 

2  pieces) 

87  Pair  of  1873  Closed  3  quarter  eagles,  EF-45  and  AU-50,  the  latter 
possessing  much  lustre.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

Note:  It  was  Harry  X  Boosel  who  first  publicized  the  existence  of 
numeral  varieties  for  the  1873  year,  writing  extensively  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  in  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine.  For  various  denomina¬ 
tions,  the  3  punch  used  early  in  the  year  had  the  knobs  at  the  left 
side  of  the  digit  close  together,  giving  it  the  appearance  of  an  8,  Thus, 
to  a  casual  glance,  1873  Closed  3  coins  seem  to  read  "1878".  This  defect 
was  realized  and  issues  produced  later  in  the  year  were  of  the  Open 

3  variety. 

88  1873  Open  3.  Choice  AU-55.  Sharp  and  with  much  lustre. 

86  1878  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60. 

90  1882  Choice  EF-45,  nearly  fully  prooflike.  The  prooflike  surface  is 
omnipresent  in  the  fields,  and,  significantly,  it  is  also  present  within 
the  shield  stripes.  Accordingly,  the  piece  may  be  a  circulated  Proof 
(and  thus  one  of  the  67  Proofs  struck). 

1882,  while  not  a  great  rarity,  has  the  appeal  of  being  one  of  the 
lower  mintage  dates  in  the  series.  Just  4,000  business  strikes  were  made 
plus  the  aforementioned  67  Proof  examples. 

91  1884  Scarce  date.  Choice  EF-45.  Lustrous.  A  few  rim  marks.  Only 
1,950  business  strikes  were  produced!  We  would  estimate  that  of  this 
number,  fewer  than  100  or  so  remain  today.  And  yet,  the  current 
issue  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  prices  Extremely  Fine 
examples  for  just  $350!  As  noted  in  an  earlier  description,  the  value¬ 
conscious  buyer  will  find  many  opportunities  to  acquire  sleepers  and 
bargains  among  American  gold  coins. 

92  1886  Choice  EF-45.  Some  lustre  in  the  protected  area  of  the  fields. 
One  of  the  scarcer  dates  of  the  era,  1886  quarter  eagles  were  minted 
for  circulation  to  the  extent  of  just  4,000  examples.  Probably  only 
a  couple  hundred  still  survive  today. 

93  1887  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  very  pleasing  specimen  of  a 
low  mintage  issue.  Slightly  over  6,000  business  strikes  were  made, 
and  of  that  number  we  doubt  if  more  than  40  or  50  Uncirculated  coins 
remain  today. 


94  1888  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Kept  from  Proof-65  status  by  a  tiny 

mark  in  the  reverse  field  to  the  right  of  the  arrows.  A  mint-caused 
microscopic  lint  mark  behind  the  neck  is  also  mentioned. 

Although  the  mintage  of  1888  Proof  quarter  eagles  was  posted  at 
97  coins,  it  is  probably  the  case  that  not  all  were  distributed.  Of  those 
that  were,  many  were  simply  spent  in  later  years.  Today  it  is  doubt¬ 
ful  if  more  than  two  or  three  dozen  exist,  most  of  which  are  less  than 
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the  presently-ottered  coin  in  terms  of  preservation.  David  Akers  was 
able  to  trace  the  auction  of  appearance  of  just  17  pieces  over  a  long 
span  of  decades  and  this  figure  does  not  account  for  duplicate  ap¬ 
pearances  of  the  same  coin.  Probably  the  net  number  of  different  pieces 
appearing  in  his  survey  is  on  the  order  of  only  a  dozen  or  so. 

A  prize  quarter  eagle  for  the  type  set  collector  as  well  as  the 
numismatist  who  collects  by  date. 


95  18°3  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  MS-60.  Kept  from  the  MS-63  grade  by 
some  contact  marks  on  the  neck  and  cheek. 

96  1893  Choice  AU-55,  lustrous. 


97  1894  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  sparkling,  yes  "flashy," 
example  of  this  low  mintage  date.  Only  4,000  business  strikes  were 
produced,  of  which  probably  only  50  to  100  survive  today  in  Mint 
State. 

98  A  nice  trio  of  quarter  eagles:  1896  Choice  AU-55,  1901  MS-63,  and 
1°02  MS-63.  Each  is  a  sparkling  beauty!  (Total:  3  pieces) 

99  18°7  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 

100  1800  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  MS-60,  with  some  features  of  Select 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 

101  1O00  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  The  last  year  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century  but  the  year  in  which  the  advent  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  was  widely  observed  (few  wanted  to  wait  until  1901!). 

102  1901  MS-63/65.  A  few  contact  marks  at  the  obverse  center  keep  this 
away  from  full  MS-65  status  for  both  sides. 

103  1902  MS-63/65.  Some  copper  toning  spots  on  the  obverse,  due  to  the 
alloy  content.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty. 

104  Trio  of  quarter  eagles:  1902  and  two  specimens  of  1903,  MS-63  to 
MS-65.  A  nice  grouping.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

105  1903  MS-63/65.  Another  sparkling  beauty. 

Note:  While  few  can  aspire  to  own  a  complete  set  of  date  and  mint- 
mark  varieties  of  Coronet  quarter  eagles  from  1840  through  1907, 
the  formation  of  a  "short  set,"  from,  say,  1890  through  the  end  of 
the  series  in  1907,  is  a  distinct  possibility.  Why  not  consider  it? 


106  1905  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  With  a  few  light  copper 
toning  areas.  Sharply  struck,  very  frosty,  quite  beautiful. 


107  1905  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  particularly  nice  piece. 
Kept  from  MS-67,  or  Gem  Uncirculated  grade,  by  a  few  obverse  con¬ 
tact  marks.  Quite  pleasing. 


108  1905  MS-63/65.  Another  sharp  specimen  of  a  Coronet  quarter  eagle. 

109  Trio  of  Coronet  half  eagles  of  the  early  twentieth  century:  two  pieces 
1905  and  a  single  example  of  1907,  MS-60  to  MS-63  (mostly).  Frosty 
and  brilliant.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

110  1906  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60. 

111  1907  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Last  year  of  the  Coronet  type, 
the  longest-running  regular  United  States  coinage  design.

114  1913.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60  with  some  features  of  MS-63.  A 
nice  candidate  for  a  type  set. 

115  Pair  of  Indian  quarter  eagles:  1912  and  1925-D,  each  Choice  AU-55. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 

116  1925-D  MS-60/63.  Frosty  and  lustrous.  Last  Denver  Mint  quarter 
eagle. 


117  1927  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  if  not  finer.  Sharp  and  fros¬ 
ty.  An  attractive  specimen  of  this  design. 

118  Pair  of  1929  Indian  quarter  eagles,  each  MS-60.  The  last  year  of  issue 
of  the  denomination.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


Three  Dollar  Gold 

All  $3  pieces  are  rare.  It  is  just  that  some  are  rarer  than 
others.  Even  the  most  plentiful  "common  date" — and  the 
term  is  not  at  all  appropriate — is  rare  in  comparison  to  other 
American  issues. 

The  following  offering  contains  numerous  outstanding 
pieces.  For  the  type  set  collector  such  issues  as  those  in  the 
1850s,  the  1874,  and  several  examples  of  1878  are  of  im¬ 
portance,  with  a  number  of  pieces  in  the  1880s  being  poten¬ 
tial  candidates  as  well  (for  these  are  not  a  great  deal  more 
expensive  than  the  more  plentiful  dates  but  have  the  added 
appeal  of  low  mintage).  For  the  specialist  there  is  an  out¬ 
standing  1859,  such  scarce  issues  as  1863,  1866,  and  1872, 
a  Closed  3  1873,  and  the  popular  low-mintage  issues  of  1883, 
1885,  1887,  1888,  and  1889. 


119  1854  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Many  features  of  MS-63.  Excep¬ 
tionally  sharply  struck.  Frosty  and  attractive. 

Note:  1854  is  the  only  year  with  the  word  DOLLARS  on  the  reverse 
in  very  small  letters.  As  such  it  is  a  sub-type. 
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120  1855  Extremely  Fine-40.  Some  traces  of  original  mint  lustre  are  still 
visible  on  the  protected  areas  of  the  coin's  surface.  With  italic  or  slanted 
5s  in  date,  as  always. 

121  1856  Extremely  Fine-40.  Some  vestigial  traces  of  mint  lustre  are  still 
visible  amongst  the  letters.  By  this  year  the  popularity  of  the  $3 
denomination  was  waning,  and  just  26,010  were  made. 

Dazzling  1859  S3 


122  1859  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Sharply  struck  and  deeply 
frosty.  A  few  obverse  contact  marks  are  mentioned  for  accuracy,  but 
overall  this  is  one  of  the  very  finest  of  probably  not  more  than  two 
dozen  Mint  State  examples  known  of  this  issue.  As  such,  it  represents 
a  marvelous  opportunity  for  the  connoisseur. 

The  first  numeral,  the  1,  is  slightly  recut,  and  the  last  date  numeral, 
the  9,  is  sharply  recut,  a  distinctive  feature.  Walter  Breen  notes  that 
the  mintage  of  15.638  pieces  accomplished  this  year  was  from  three 
obverse  and  two  reverse  dies. 

David  Akers  observes  that  "Choice  Mint  State  1859  $3  pieces  are 
far  more  rare  than  most  of  the  very  low  mintage  dates  of  the  1880s, 
a  reflection  on  the  situation  that  in  1859  few  numismatists  were  in¬ 
terested  in  the  series,  but  by  the  1880s  S3  pieces  (and  also  $1  and  $2 
gold  coins)  had  become  a  popular  speculation  (accordingly,  higher 
proportionate  numbers  were  saved).

123  1863  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  A  business  strike  of  exquisite  sharp¬ 
ness,  a  piece  which  displays  extensive  prooflike  surface. 

Probably 
no  more  than  a  couple  hundred  survive  today  in  all  grades.  A  classic 
among  $3  coins.

124  1866  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Struck  from  dies  which  were 
not  fully  surfaced,  with  the  result  that  numerous  die  striae  are  visible 
under  magnification. 

1866  is  among  the  classic  rarities  in  the  $3  series.  Only  4,000  business 
strikes  were  produced,  of  which  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  hun¬ 
dred  survive  today.  So  far  as  Uncirculated  pieces  are  concerned,  David 
Akers  traces  17  auction  appearances,  which  probably  nets  to  only 
10  or  12  different  coins!  Obviously,  the  present  specimen  is  a  prime 
rarity. 


125  1872  AU-50  to  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  A  very  sharp  specimen  of 
this  low  mintage  date)  Just  2,000  business  strikes  were  made,  and  of 
that  number  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  about  150  survive  today.

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Famous  1873  $3 


126  1873  Closed  3.  Brilliant  Proof-55.  A  Proof  which  has  acquired  some 
decree  of  mishandling.  Struck  from  regular  (not  '  dished  ")  dies. 

As  the  present  cataloguer  explained  in  detail  in  our  offering  of  the 
Louis  Eliasberg  U.S.  Gold  Coin  Collection  (see  Lot  299  of  that  sale), 
the  situation  involving  1873  $3  pieces  is  not  at  all  distinct  Walter 
Breen,  building  on  research  conducted  by  Harry  X  Boosel,  has  writ¬ 
ten  that  1873  issues  with  Open  3  are  '  original"  coins  and  those  with 
Closed  3  are  "restrikes. ”  However,  the  distinction  is  not  clear,  for  ap¬ 
parently  certain  of  the  Open  3  issues  were  restruck  at  a  later  date. 

David  Akers  takes  an  opposing  view  and,  to  condense  his  detailed 
comments,  notes  in  conclusion  that  "it  is  indeed  possible,  and  in  fact 
it  is  my  opinion  that  all  1873  S3  gold  pieces  were  minted  in  1873." 

The  situation  is  complex.  The  Mint  lists  a  production  figure  of  25 
examples  struck  of  the  1873  $3  issue,  all  Proofs.  No  pieces  are  reported 
for  circulation.  Taken  alone,  such  a  production  figure  is  the  lowest 
of  all  American  coin  rarities.  However,  from  surveys  of  existing  col¬ 
lections  it  is  apparent  that  more  than  25  pieces  exist  today.  David 
Akers  traces  the  auction  appearances  of  75  pieces.  Allowing  for 
duplicate  offerings  of  the  same  coin,  this  still  would  indicate  an  original 
mintage  more  than  25,  especially  if  one  considers  that  pieces  impound¬ 
ed  in  museums  and  coins  which  have  traded  hands  in  the  past  half 
century  are  not  included  in  his  survey.  Walter  Breen  estimates  the 
total  population  of  1873  $3  issues  at  slightly  over  70  pieces. 

David  Akers  further  cites  the  opinion  of  Harry  Bass,  the  well-known 
Texas  gold  specialist,  concerning  the  1873  Closed  3  $3  piece  with  the 
"dished"  appearance: 

"One  variety  of  the  1873  Closed  3  $3  gold  piece  is  markedly  'dished,' 
that  is,  it  has  a  convex  obverse  and  a  concave  reverse.  This  variety 
is  the  so-called  ‘dished  restrike.'  However,  Harry  Bass  claims  that  the 
dished  pieces  are,  in  fact,  the  true  'originals.’  I  [David  Akers]  feel  that 
these  dished  pieces  are  merely  the  Proofs  with  the  Closed  3,  whereas 
the  other  Closed  3  pieces  are  business  strikes.  Therefore,  since  both 
were,  in  my  opinion,  minted  in  1873,  both  can  lay  legitimate  claim 


to  being  'originals.  The  two  Proofs  listed  below  [in  David  Akers' 
enumeration  of  auction  appearances]  were  both  the  dished  variety 
which,  by  the  way,  is  the  rarest  of  the  1873  $3  gold  piece  varieties." 

What  probably  happened  is  this:  1873  was  a  time  of  interesting  pro¬ 
ductions  at  the  Mint.  Special  pieces  were  often  made  up  for  private 
and  unofficial  sale  to  collectors.  Indeed,  from  about  1858  until  the 
mid-1880s  there  were  many  "fancy  pieces"  produced.  In  1873  25  Proof 
$3  pieces  were  produced  for  sale  to  collectors.  Sometime  in  the  same 
year  it  developed  that  there  was  no  government  request  for  business 
strikes.  Officials  at  the  Mint  realized  that  a  Proof  rarity  had  been 
created,  a  coin  which  would  stand  out  in  the  series  as  a  "Proof  only" 
issue.  Accordingly,  additional  pieces  were  made.  Whether  these  were 
made  during  the  calendar  year  1873  or  shortly  thereafter  is  not  known. 
In  the  present  writer's  opinion  they  were  not  made  significantly  later. 
If  they  were  made  in  1874,  rather  than  in  1873,  this  is  not  a  "big  deal" 
numismatically.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  nearly  all  of  the  1879-dated 
flowing  hair  $4  stella  issues  were  in  fact  produced  during  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  1880.  This  was  done  openly,  and  was  not  considered  to  be 
an  abnormal  practice.  It  is  entirely  possible  that  later  in  1873,  or 
sometime  in  1874,  an  additional  quantity,  perhaps  one  or  two  hun¬ 
dred  pieces,  of  1873  $3  pieces  left  the  dies.  Complicating  the  equa¬ 
tion  is  the  fact  that  numerous  specimens  known  today  show  exten¬ 
sive  signs  of  circulation.  In  fact,  far  more  worn  coins  have  appeared 
in  sales  over  the  years  than  have  Proofs!  The  present  writer  has  never 
seen  an  1873  $3  piece  with  an  "Uncirculated"  or  "frosty"  surface. 
Rather,  even  slightly  worn  ones  seem  to  have  been  struck  as  Proofs. 
Still,  there  is  the  possibility  that  1873  $3  pieces  were  indeed  produced 
for  circulation.  David  Akers  believes  that  all  of  the  Closed  3  issues, 
with  the  exception  of  those  which  are  dished,  were  indeed  made  as 
business  strikes.  This  theory  may  have  some  validity,  for  of  the  1873 
Closed  3  issues  he  describes  as  having  appeared  in  auctions,  45  in  all, 
just  two  were  Proofs,  and  these  were  of  the  dished  variety.  The  others 
were  described  as  "Uncirculated,"  "AU,"  or  lesser  grades.  If  indeed 
the  "Uncirculated"  and  "AU"  coins  possess  mint  frost — and  the  pres¬ 
ent  writer  has  not  examined  them  —  then  it  seems  logical  that  pieces 
were  indeed  made  for  purposes  of  commerce.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
piece  offered  here  not  from  dished  dies,  appears  to  have  been  struck 
as  a  Proof.  As  we  said,  this  situation  is  complex!

127  1874  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Some  stray  lines  keep  this  from 
MS-63  status.  The  surfaces  are  sharp,  frosty,  and  brilliant.  All  in  all 
this  is  a  nice  candidate  for  a  first  class  type  set. 

The  mintage  for  1874  was  a  rather  generous  41 ,820,  a  situation  ex¬ 
plained  by  the  resumption  of  specie  payment  and  the  consequent  an¬ 
ticipation  of  a  great  demand. 


Beautiful  1878  S3 


128  1878  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Sharply  struck  and  deeply 
frosty.  A  really  superb  specimen  of  this  issue.  With  relatively  few  bag- 
marks,  in  contradistinction  with  most  specimens  seen  of  this  issue. 
A  tiny  copper  toning  area,  almost  pinhead  size,  seen  to  the  right  of 
the  date  and  serves  to  identify  the  piece. 

If  you  have  been  looking  for  a  really  pristine,  untouched,  beautiful 
specimen  of  the  $3  piece,  you  would  do  well  to  bid  strongly  for  the 
coin  offered  here.  Pieces  like  this  from  old-time  collections  do  not 
come  on  the  market  very  often! 


Low-Mintage  1883  S3 


131  1883  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  Ostensibly  a  full  Proof,  but  the  piece 
lacks  the  Proof  criteria  as  described  by  David  Akers.  Still,  the  piece 
maintains  full  prooflike  surface  and  is  a  glittering  little  cameo. 

1883  is  one  of  the  most  appealing  of  all  $3  dates,  for  the  fascinatingly 
low  mintage  of  just  900  business  strikes  ranks  it  among  the  lowest 
production  issues  in  nineteenth-century  American  coinage.  As  $3  pieces 
were  popular  at  the  time,  probably  100  to  150  business  strikes  sur¬ 
vive  today  in  assorted  degrees  of  preservation.  A  nice  opportunity 
to  acquire  an  attractive  $3  which  at  the  same  time  has  a  low  mintage 
and  status  as  a  rarity. 


Cameo  1885  S3 


132  1885  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  Quite  possibly  a  Proof  which  has  seen 
some  circulation  but  we  11  name  it  as  a  business  strike.  This  may  be 
one  of  the  business  strikes  which  David  Akers  describes  as  closely 
resembling  a  Proof,  even  with  characteristic  "orange  peel"  surface. 

Only  800  business  strikes  were  produced  of  this  issue.  As  $3  pieces 
were  very  much  in  the  limelight  at  the  time,  the  low  mintage  was 
recognized,  and  a  number  of  specimens  were  set  aside  by  collectors 
and  investors.  Still,  probably  no  more  than  100  business  strikes  sur¬ 
vive  today  in  varying  states  of  preservation.  An  American  classic  and 
an  American  S3  gold  rarity. 


129  1878  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Another  sharp  and  frosty 
piece  from  an  old-time  collection.  Very,  very  close  to  the  preceding, 
but  not  quite  MS-65.  Desirable  S3  pieces  such  as  this  are  seldom  seen. 


130  1878  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MSr63.  Sharp  and  frosty.  Another 
example,  a  piece  virtually  a  twin  to  the  preceding.  A  marvelous  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  type  set  collector!

133  1887  Choice  AU-55.  With  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre.  An  attrac¬ 
tive  specimen  of  a  low  mintage  issue:  just  6,000  business  strikes  were 
produced. 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  present  coin  actually  spent  significant 
time  in  circulation.  More  than  likely  it  was  sold  to  a  speculator  or 
investor— for  such  pieces  were  bringing  a  slight  premium  at  the  time 
of  issue— with  consequent  passing  from  owner  to  owner  outside  of 
numismatic  channels.  Curiously  (not  that  it  makes  a  great  deal  of  dif¬ 
ference),  AU-55  1887  S3  pieces  are  many  times  rarer  than  Uncirculated 
examples!

Choice  Proof  1888  $3 


134  1888  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  splendid  specimen  of  this  popular 
issue.  The  fields  are  attractive  and  virtually  perfect.  There  is  some 
''graininess"  due  to  striking;  this  appears  as  isolated  patches  of  "frost." 

Mint  records  reveal  that  291  Proofs  were  made.  However,  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  just  30  or  40  different  specimens  exist  today.  Chances  are 
good  that  most  of  the  Proofs  went  to  the  melting  pot  or  were  never 
released  or,  another  possibility  is  that  many  went  to  the  general  public 
and  were  later  spent  (for  Proofs  could  be  ordered  through  banks  at 
the  time).  In  any  event,  the  1888  omerges  as  a  rarity  today.  Like  cer¬ 
tain  other  $3  pieces  of  the  era,  it  is  doubly  desirable.  As  a  Proof  it 
is  rare  and  desirable,  and  the  related  business  strike  mintage  of  just 
5,000  imparts  a  further  aura. 


135  1889  AU-50.  Sharp,  frosty,  and  lustrous.  An  attractive  specimen  of 
the  last  year  of  issue  of  the  $3  denomination.  Only  2,300  business 
strikes  were  made,  and  not  many  survive  today.  Like  certain  other 
issues  of  the  era,  1889  is  rarer  in  AU  grade  than  in  Uncirculated  state! 
The  present  piece  probably  went  to  a  person  who  was  not  a 
numismatist,  for  at  the  time  S3  pieces  (and  also  $1  coins)  were  a 
popular  speculation.

136  1889  Very  Fine-20.  Here  is  a  very  rare  coin!  As  $3  pieces  did  not  cir¬ 
culate  significantly  after  the  discontinuance  of  the  denomination,  the 
specimen  offered  here  was  probably  carried  as  a  pocket  piece.  In¬ 
terestingly,  David  Akers  sights  just  eight  auction  appearances  of  Very 
Fine  examples,  in  contrast  to  41  Uncirculated  specimens!  Of  course, 
this  makes  no  financial  difference,  but  it  is  worth  mentioning. 


Half  Eagles 

The  following  group  of  half  eagles,  although  containing 
only  a  modest  number  of  specimens,  offers  several  scarce 
early  issues  as  well  as  scattered  rare  later  pieces. 


Attractive  1800  Half  Eagle 


137  1800  Breen  1-D.  Choice  AU-55.  Very  sharply  struck — indeed,  excep¬ 
tionally  so.  A  generous  quotient  of  original  mint  lustre  still  remains. 
A  pleasing  example  of  the  Capped  Bust  to  Right  style  with  Heraldic 
Eagle  reverse. 


Uncirculated  1804  Half  Eagle 


138  1804  Small  8  over  large  8.  Breen  1-A.  Uncirculated,  MS-60  obverse, 
MS-63  reverse.  Exceedingly  well  struck  with  sharp  detail  in  all  areas. 
A  selected  example  which  will  please  the  date  specialist  and  the  type 
set  collector  alike.  Half  eagles  of  this  era  are  seldom  seen  in  such  ex¬ 
cellent  preservation. 


Desirable  1804  Half  Eagle 


139  1804  Small  8  over  large  8.  Breen  1-A.  Variety  as  preceding.  AU-50 
to  AU-55.  The  reverse,  if  graded  separately,  might  even  merit  the 
MS-60  designation,  but  it  is  not  logical  to  say  that  one  side  of  a  coin 
is  Uncirculated  while  another  side  isn't!  Like  the  preceding,  the 
specimen  offered  here  is  sharply  struck  and  very  attractive.  A  nice 
specimen  for  a  type  or  date  set.

140  1805  Close  date;  perfect  1.  AU-50.  Generous  quantities  of  mint  lustre 
still  survive,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  Indications  of  prooflike  sur¬ 
face,  again  particularly  on  the  reverse.  A  sharp  example  of  this  date. 


141  1810  Large  date,  large  5.  Breen  1-A.  Choice  AU-55  with  the  reverse 
in  particular  having  claims  to  MS-60.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty. 

An  attractive  specimen  of  the  Capped  Draped  Bust  to  Left  type  as 
minted  from  1807  to  1812. 


142  1833  Small  date.  Breen  1-2.  MS-60  to  MS-63.  A  rim  nick  near  the  fifth 
star  serves  to  identify  the  piece.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous. 
Semi-prooflike  surfaces. 

As  a  date  the  1833  half  eagle  is  a  legendary  rarity.  Traditionally, 
cataloguers  have  not  described  differences  in  date  sizes,  so  the  rarity 
between  the  large  and  small  dates  has  not  been  carefully  studied.  The 
Breen  text  indicates  that  the  small  date  is  the  scarcer  of  the  two. 

At  the  time  of  issue,  most  1833  half  eagles  were  destined  to  live 
only  a  short  existence.  The  metallic  or  melt-down  value  of  such  pieces 
was  higher  than  the  face  value,  so  examples  that  were  released  went 
quickly  into  the  hands  of  bullion  dealers  and  speculators  who  quick¬ 


ly  reduced  them  to  molten  metal.  Numerous  specimens  were  simply 
held  back  and  not  released  by  the  Treasury.  Following  the  new  lighter 
standard  for  half  eagles  (adopted  August  1,  1834),  such  pieces  were 
simply  melted  for  recoinage  into  later-dated  pieces. 

Although  mintage  figures  reveal  that  103,630  half  eagles  of  this  date 
were  coined,  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  40  or  50  exist.  This  situation 
is  in  harmony  with  other  relationships  of  the  period.  For  example, 
of  that  rarity  of  rarities,  the  1822  half  eagle,  17,796  were  struck  (ac¬ 
cording  to  Mint  records),  but  just  three  specimens  are  known  to  exist 
today. 


143  Pair  of  half  eagles;  1838  (last  year  of  the  Classic  Head  type)  Choice 
VF-30;  1885-S  (Coronet  type)  Choice  EF-45.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


144  1840-0  AU-50,  prooflike.  Narrow  mill  variety,  but  a  piece  which  does 
not  precisely  conform  to  Walter  Breen’s  description.  The  coin  measures 
14/16"  but  has  a  small  round  mintmark.  Walter  Breen  may  have  heard 
of  such  a  piece,  for  he  knows  that  it  "may  exist."  The  usual  example — 
as  illustrated  by  David  Akers  and  as  described  by  Walter  Breen  — 
has  an  elongated  mintmark  high  in  the  field  above  the  junction  of 
the  letters  VE  in  FIVE.  The  present  coin  has  the  mintmark  at  about 
the  same  elevation,  but  of  nearly  round  shape  and  positioned  over 
the  V,  slightly  to  the  right  of  its  center.  Probably  very  scarce. 


145  1852  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  While  in  a  relative  sense 
the  1852  is  not  one  of  the  rarest  issuer  of  the  period  in  Uncirculated 
grade,  in  a  absolute  sense  it  is  indeed  elusive.  Probably  no  more  than 
a  couple  dozen  such  coins  exist  in  all  of  numismatics,  and  even  this 
estimate  may  be  on  the  high  side. 

146  Pair  of  1873  half  eagle  varieties:  one  each  of  the  Open  3  and  Closed 
3  varieties,  each  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 
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Bo  ivers  vnd  Merena  Half  Eagles;  Eagles 


Technical  Proof  1876  $5 


147  1876  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  fully  prooflike.  While  the 
present  cataloguer  believes  the  coin  to  be  a  business  strike,  it  meets 
the  criteria  for  Proofs  as  enumerated  in  Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia 
of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins.  It  is  the  low  date  variety, 
has  the  base  of  1  over  the  left  edge  of  a  denticle,  and  displays  the 
characteristic  lump  on  the  neck  just  below  the  jaw.  Business  strikes 
are  described  by  Walter  Breen  as  being  from  different  dies. 

However,  the  piece,  when  held  at  an  angle,  shows  a  certain  amount 
of  mint  frost.  In  our  opinion  this  piece  was  struck  from  Proof  dies 
but  on  a  production  press.  Since  the  time  of  striking  it  has  acquired 
some  minor  friction  and  handling  marks,  hence  the  MS-63  designation. 

The  1876  half  eagle  is  rare  in  all  grades.  lust  1,432  plus  45  Proofs 
were  made.  If  anything,  business  strikes  are  more  elusive  in  higher 
grades. 

The  point  is  perhaps  moot,  for  here  is  a  great  rarity  as  a  date.  A 
prize  for  the  half  eagle  specialist. 


148  1880-S  Choice  AU-55,  lustrous. 

146  Pair  of  half  eagles:  1881  and  1600,  EF-40  to  EF-45.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

150  18°2  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Some  marks  on  the  chin  keep  this 
out  of  a  higher  category. 

151  18°8  MS-60/63.  Frosty. 

152  1°00  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.

Kept  from  Gem  Proof  only  by  some 
minor  obverse  contact  marks  below  ERT  and  at  the  neck. 

Although  the  Mint  report  lists  a  production  of  167  Proofs,  only 
a  few  specimens  have  survived.  Following  the  initial  distribution  and 
fascination  with  the  new  design,  many  of  these  Matte  Proofs  were 
simply  "spent,"  for  collectors  objected  to  the  finish,  believing  that 
a  Proof  should  be  mirrorlike  rather  than  dull.  Probably  no  more  than 
two  dozen  Proofs  still  survive  and  even  this  estimate  may  be  overly 
generous.  Today,  of  course.  Matte  Proofs  are  recognized  as  classic 
rarities. 


158  1910-D  Choice  AU-55,  lustrous.  Denver  Mint  issue  with  a  produc¬ 
tion  of  193,600  coins. 


Eagles 

The  following  group  of  eagles,  although  small  in  number, 
is  remarkable  for  the  scarce  1795  (the  first  year  of  issue  of 
the  denomination)  and  for  an  attractive  1908-S,  not  to 
overlook  some  "type"  issues  of  later  years. 


Scarce  1795  Eagle 


159  1795  Choice  VF-30.  Some  mint-caused  adjustment  marks  hidden  in 
the  hair. 
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The  variety  does  not  precisely  match  any  Breen  description,  but 
closely  approximates  Breen  1-A. 

No  stars  touch  each  other.  The  first  star  is  microscopically  close 
to  the  hair  but  does  not  actually  touch.  The  left  base  of  the  L  in  LIBER¬ 
TY  touches  the  cap.  The  reverse  is  similar  to  Breen's  reverse  A  and 
probably  is  indeed  reverse  A,  but  the  Breen  description  differs;  the 
leaf  on  the  present  coin  does  not  touch  the  left  upright  of  the  U  (but 
nearly  does). 

At  the  time  of  issue  the  1795  eagle  represented  the  largest  United 
States  coin.  The  presently-offered  example  is  quite  attractive  and  will 
be  right  at  home  in  an  advanced  type  set  or  date  collection. 

160  1853  Choice  AU-55.  With  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre. 


Rare  1873  Eagle 


161  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  VF-30.  Prooflike  surfaces.  As  the  prooflike  sur¬ 
face  even  extends  within  the  shield  stripes,  quite  possibly  this  is  a  Proof 
which  has  seen  some  circulation. 

1873  is  one  of  the  rarest  coins  in  the  $10  series.  Just  825  business 
strikes  plus  25  Proofs  were  made.  Significantly,  David  Akers  notes 
that  "The  business  strikes  are  all  VF  or  EF  (mostly  VF),  and  I  have 
never  seen  or  heard  of  one  that  grades  AU  or  Uncirculated. 

It  may  be  the  instance  that  fewer  than  a  dozen  business  strikes  still 
exist.  Clearly,  here  is  a  landmark  coin  for  the  specialist. 

162  1901-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60. 

163  1907  Coronet  or  Liberty  Head  type,  old-style  minted  since  1839. 
Brilliant  Uncirculated.  MS-60.  The  reverse  grades  MS-63.  Sharp  and 
frosty. 


165  1907  Indian.  No  periods.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Vir¬ 
tually  a  twin  to  the  preceding.  In  great  demand  by  type  set  collectors. 


166  1908-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  superb  specimen  of 
one  of  the  most  highly  desired  dates  among  Indian  eagles.  The  mint¬ 
age  of  59,850  is  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  series. 

It  is  doubtful  if  more  than  two  or  three  dozen  specimens  equal  to 
the  present  coin  exist  in  all  of  numismatics.  As  such,  it  is  a  prime  twen¬ 
tieth  century  gold  rarity.  Should  attract  enthusiastic  bidding 
competition! 


164  1907  Indian.  No  periods.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Very 
close  to  MS-65.  The  first  issue  of  this  design  made  for  general  cir¬ 
culation.  Important  as  the  without-motto  style  made  only  in  1007  and 
early  in  1908.  Popular  type  set  coin! 


167  1911  AU-50.  Nearly  all  original  mint  lustre  is  still  present. 


Double  Eagles 

The  following  offering  of  double  eagles  is  quite  eclectic. 
There  are  scarce  issues,  there  are  even  rare  issues,  and  there 
are  common  issues.  Among  the  highlights  we  mention  an 
outstanding  1854-S,  the  famous  1861-S  with  Paquet  reverse, 
a  gorgeous  Proof  1899,  and  two  examples  of  the  beautiful 
MCMVII  High  Relief  of  1907. 


168  1851  Choice  EF-45.  Quite  Sharp.  Some  mint  lustre  still  remains  in 
protected  areas.  Early  issue. 


Lot  165 
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173  1873  Open  3.  Second  style  of  the  year.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60. 
Frosty.  With  some  contact  marks  as  always  seen  on  these  large  and 
heavy  coins. 


Sharp  1854-S  Double  Eagle 


169  1854-S  With  sharpness  of  MS-65  but  with  lightly  etched  surfaces  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  been  caused  by  immersion  in  saltwater. 

David  Akers  notes:  'In  the  mid-1970s  a  small  group  of  'saltwater 
Uncirculateds  was  discovered,  and  all  the  high  grade  specimens  of 
this  date  that  have  appeared  at  auction  recently  have  been  from  that 
group.  The  saltwater  coins  are  all  Mint  State  but  they  have  varying 
degrees  of  subdued  lustre  that  is  characteristic  of  gold  coins  that  have 
been  submerged  for  a  long  time  in  saltwater.  Actually  many  of  the 
coins  are  quite  attractive  and  certainly  they  are  desirable  because  for 
all  practical  purposes  they  are  the  only  choice  examples  of  this  scarce 
date  that  are  available.  All  the  coins  from  this  group  have  faint  obverse 
and  reverse  die  cracks." 

170  1858-0  Scarce  issue.  Extremely  Fine-40  or  even  better.  Burnished  on 
the  cheek,  probably  to  remove  contact  marks.  Originally  struck  with 
a  virtually  full  mirrorlike  surface,  for  abundant  traces  of  the  surface 
are  still  visible  in  the  protected  areas,  especially  around  the  star  points, 
among  the  date  numerals,  and  among  the  devices  of  the  reverse. 


Famous  1861-S  Paquet  Double  Eagle 


171  1861-S  Paquet  reverse.  Choice  EF-45  with  abundant  original  mint 
lustre.  (Specimens  with  original  mint  lustre  are  unusual).  Small  rim 
bump  on  reverse  edge  above  D  of  UNITED.  Tiny  planchet  defect, 
scarcely  noticeable,  at  right  upright  of  M  in  AMERICA.  This  piece 
could  undoubtedly  be  called  AU  without  fear  of  contradiction.  It  is 
far,  far  nicer  than  usually  seen. 

In  1859  Anthony  C.  Paquet  designed  and  produced  a  modified 
reverse  for  the  double  eagle.  Late  in  1860  this  modification  of  the  design 
made  by  Longacre  was  adopted  for  use  in  regular  coinage.  Dies  were 
furnished  to  the  branch  mints  at  New  Orleans  and  San  Francisco.  The 
fact  that  the  reverse  field  was  wider  than  the  obverse  field,  resulting 
in  extremely  narrow  milling  on  the  reverse  (a  situation  which  lead 
to  excessive  die  wear  and  breakage),  was  overlooked  until  January 
5,  1861,  when  coins  were  struck  on  a  high-speed  production  press 
for  the  first  time.  Problems  were  encountered,  and  Director  Snowden 
recalled  the  dies.  Although  communication  was  accomplished  in  good 
order  with  the  main  mint  in  Philadelphia  and  the  New  Orleans  Mint, 
it  was  not  possible  to  contact  the  San  Francisco  facility  until  after 
19,250  1861-S  Paquet  reverse  double  eagles  had  been  struck.  Most, 
if  not  all  of  these  were  put  into  circulation. 

172  1873  Closed  3.  First  style  of  the  year.  Choice  EF-45  if  not  even  AU-55. 
Much  original  mint  lustre  still  remains.  Ample  evidence  of  contact. 
A  few  rim  nicks,  including  one  near  the  first  digit  of  the  date. 


174  1873-CC  AU-50.  The  reverse  is  Choice  AU-55.  Popul  ar  Carson  City 
issue.  22,410  were  struck. 

175  1874-S  Choice  AU-55  if  not  MS-60. 

176  1876  Centennial  year  coin.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Semi¬ 
prooflike  surfaces. 

177  1876  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Virtually 
a  twin  to  the  preceding.

This  piece  is  one  of  the  best  known  in  American  numismatics.  Short¬ 
ly  after  the  turn  of  the  present  century.  President  Theodore  Roosevelt 
visited  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  gazed  upon  a  display  of  an¬ 
cient  coins.  He  thought  that  our  own  coinage  could  be  improved  by 
giving  it  a  more  '  artistic'’  or  "sculptured”  appearance.  Believing  that 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  not  inclined  in  this  direction,  Roosevelt 
commissioned  his  friend,  sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  (who  main¬ 
tained  studios  in  Cornish,  New  Hampshire),  to  redesign  the  entire 
American  coinage  spectrum  from  the  cent  through  the  double  eagle. 

Many  problems  intervened,  with  the  result  that  the  $10  Indian  and 
the  S20  High  Relief  issues  were  the  only  examples  actually  made  for 
circulation. 

Although  the  MCMVIl  Roman  numerals  $20  with  its  sculptured 
appearance  was  a  work  of  high  artistic  merit,  it  was  found  that  three 
distinctive  blows  of  the  coining  press  were  required  to  make  each  piece 
strike  up  properly.  Accordingly,  after  11,250  were  made— to  satisfy 
the  personal  desire  of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  wanted  to 
see  the  pieces  in  circulation  —  the  design  was  modified  to  a  shallow 
relief .  The  Roman  numerals  caused  confusion,  so  they  were  dropped. 
Thus  the  11,250  pieces  were  isolated  as  the  only  examples  of  their  type. 

Ever  since  the  time  of  issue  the  MCMVIl  double  eagles  have  been 
highly  prized.  Today  many  collectors  consider  them  to  be  the  most 
beautiful  regular  issue  American  coins.

As  we  related  in  our  catalogue  of  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Collection 
of  U.S.  Gold  Coins,  until  specimens  were  imported  from  Europe  during 
the  1950s,  the  1924-S  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  prime  rarities 
in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series.  Auction  catalogues  of  the  1940s  and  early 
1950s  often  devoted  great  space  to  this  coin.  In  the  auction  of  the 
Adolphe  Menjou  Collection  in  1950,  for  example,  cataloguer  Abe 
Kosoff  called  the  1924-S  "the  rarest  of  all  double  eagles;  there  are 
perhaps  less  than  five  extant."  His  comments  were  based  on  his 
knowledge  of  the  marketplace  over  30  years  ago. 

Today  the  coins  remain  scarce,  and  probably  only  100  or  so  pieces 
exist.  The  original  mintage  of  2,927,500  is  not  relevant,  for  it  is  ob¬ 
vious  that  nearly  the  entire  production  went  to  the  melting  pot,  save 
for  some,  possibly  a  few  bags,  that  were  used  in  international 
transactions.

Although  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  indicates  an  issuance 
of  10,025  pieces  (the  odd  25  pieces  being  reserved  for  the  Assay  Com¬ 
mission),  it  is  the  method  of  distribution  that  makes  this  rare.  Very 
few  of  them  went  to  numismatists.  Why?  Because  the  issues  of  the 
preceding  year,  the  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  did  not  sell 
nearly  as  well  as  was  expected  and  were  considered  to  be  a  "flop." 
Accordingly,  when  the  1904  and  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars 
came  along,  numismatists  avoided  them. 

Most  examples  of  the  1904  and  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  specimens 
seen  today  are  in  various  grades  from  EF  to  MS-60.  MS-63  coins  are 
elusive,  and  MS-65  coins  are  very  rare.  We  doubt  if  more  than  500 
true  MS-65  coins  exist! 

Contrast  that  to  the  1922  Grant  issues  (as  just  offered  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  catalogue).  Although  5,000  of  each  were  minted— nominally  mak¬ 
ing  each  issue  twice  as  rare  as  the  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars — 
most  of  the  Grant  pieces  were  specifically  sold  to  collectors  and  dealers 
who  preserved  them.  While  some  have  seen  mishandling  over  the  years 
and  are  now  MS-60  or  MS-63,  by  and  large  most  Grant  dollars  at 
least  merit  the  Uncirculated  designation.  There  are  probably  at  least 
a  couple  thousand  that  would  be  called  MS-65.

The  presently-offered  coin  is  one  of  645  pieces 
distributed  in  connection  with  the  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition, 
an  event  held  in  San  Francisco  that  year  to  commemorate  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  also  the  rebuilding  of  San  Francisco 
(following  the  ashes  of  the  1906  earthquake  and  fire).  Specimens  were 
made  in  both  octagonal  and  round  formats,  but  as  the  octagonal  for¬ 
mat  was  more  closely  linked  to  the  pioneer  Gold  Rush  era  (when 
various  issues  were  made  in  this  format),  this  shape  proved  to  be  the 
more  popular. 

Today  the  few  remaining  examples  of  the  1915-S  octagonal  $50  serve 
as  reminders  of  one  of  the  most  impressive  coins  ever  produced  under 
the  United  States  of  America's  imprint.  A  prize  item  for  the  com¬ 
memorative  specialist  and  advanced  numismatist. 


An 
especially  nice  specimen  of  the  quarter  eagle  issued  in  conjunction 
with  the  Philadelphia  Sesquicentennial  Exposition.

Despite  great  anticipation,  the  Sesquicentennial  fair  was  not  a  com¬ 
mercial  success.  The  gold  coins,  however,  were  fairly  widely  dis¬ 
tributed,  with  the  result  that  as  recently  as  the  1950s  it  was  not  at 
all  uncommon  for  coin  dealers,  especially  those  located  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  New  Jersey,  to  come  across  these  with  some  frequency 
when  household  effects  and  various  metallic  artifacts  were  acquired.

Silver  Dollars 

It  is  difficult  to  contemplate  a  really  early  silver  dollar 
without  feeling  a  sense  of  greatness,  posterity,  history.  These 
large  and  impressive  coins,  minted  during  the  early  years 
of  our  republic,  seem  to  impart  a  certain  strength.  In  short, 
there  is  something  special  about  such  pieces. 

As  a  denomination,  silver  dollars  have  been  at  the 
forefront  of  collector  and  investor  activity  for  many  years. 
However,  most  of  this  interest  has  been  concentrated  on 
Morgan  dollars  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  on  Peace  dollars.  The 
question  is  one  of  availability.  Morgan  dollars,  which  ex¬ 
ists  to  the  extent  of  untold  millions  of  examples,  furnish  an 
arena  for  activity.  Peace  dollars,  not  as  plentiful,  form  a 
smaller  ring.  Liberty  Seated  dollars,  far  more  elusive,  are 
in  the  shadows,  while  dollars  of  an  earlier  era — those  of  the 
1790s — are  in  virtual  darkness.  To  the  astute  numismatist, 
this  observation  has  interesting  implications.  A  lack  of  in¬ 
tense  interest  is  consonant  with  a  lack  of  high  price.  Stated 
simply,  Liberty  Seated  and  earlier  dollars  are  inexpensive 
in  relation  to  their  true  rarity.  Therein  may  lie  an  oppor¬ 
tunity! 

The  present  section,  highlighting  numerous  pieces  ac¬ 
quired  over  a  long  period  of  years  by  Rudy  Sieck,  comprises 
a  panorama  of  dollars  from  1795  on  through  the  Peace 
issues.  Those  dollars  from  1795  through  1802  on  their  own 
constitute  a  significant  offering.  Then  comes  an  example 
each  of  the  three  Gobrecht  dates:  1836,  1838,  and  1839. 
Following  that  are  many  excellent  Liberty  Seated  dollars, 
surmounted  by  a  gorgeous  example  of  the  Proof-only  1858 
issue,  a  classic  rarity.  Not  to  be  overlooked  are  many  other 
Liberty  Seated  dollars.  While  not  expensive  from  a  catalogue 
value  viewpoint,  many  of  the  varieties  are  quite  rare.  As 
noted,  an  opportunity  is  thus  apparent  for  prospective  bid¬ 
ders.  Among  later  Liberty  Seated  issues  are  to  be  found  some 
excellent  Proofs — each  one  scarce  or  rare.  The  several  Car- 
son  City  issues  among  the  later  Liberty  Seated  dollars  are 
likewise  significant. 

Bolender  varie¬ 
ty  2.  Two  leaves  under  each  wing.  A  pleasing  Fine-12  example.  A 
few  marks  are  evident,  but  do  not  measurably  detract  from  the 
desirability  of  the  coin,  and  are  normal  for  the  grade.

276  1795  Flowing  Hair  obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse.  B-5.  Three  leaves 
beneath  each  wing.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45  with  some  features  of 
AU-50  or  even  AU-55!  Lightly  gray-toned  fields.  Very  sharp  details, 
except  for  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Two  small  edge  marks  are  noted 
on  the  obverse  near  the  fifth  and  tenth  stars.  Under  the  toning  the 
piece  appears  to  retain  a  generous  amount  of  original  mint  lustre.  All 
in  all  it  is  a  very  attractive  example  of  this  early  issue.  Pristine  pieces 
such  as  this  are  not  easy  to  find.

A  small  planchet  defect  is  visible 
between  the  last  numerals  of  the  date  and  the  thirteenth  star.  An  ex¬ 
ceedingly  attractive  specimen  of  this  early  issue.  A  prize  item  for  the 
type  set  collector  as  well  as  the  silver  dollar  specialist. 


278  1795  Flowing  Hair  obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse.  B-5;  variety  as 
preceding.  Very  Fine-20.  Medium  gray  toning.  Some  minor  planchet 
adjustment  marks  are  visible  on  the  reverse.  This  coin  was  probably 
cleaned  with  a  light  abrasive  long  ago — possibly  even  during  the  last 
century.  Since  that  time  it  has  retoned  to  an  attractive  gray,  and  the 
abrasion  lines  are  now  visible  only  under  magnification.  This  feature 
is  noted  for  the  sake  of  accuracy  but  does  not  measurably  impair  the 
attractiveness  of  the  coin.  Could  this  just  be  a  survivor  of  the 
Economite  Treasure — which  was  discovered  in  Ephrata,  Pennsylvania 
shortly  before  1880?  This  hoard,  containing  numerous  early  dollars, 
had  been  secreted  earlier  in  Civil  War  days.  It  was  related  that  the 
coins  were  cleaned  by  rubbing  in  order  to  brighten  them,  after  which 
they  were  sold  to  various  collectors  and  dealers.  It  would  be  nice  to 
trace  the  present  coin,  which  shows  evidences  of  having  been  cleaned 
long,  long  ago,  to  the  Economite  Treasure,  but  this  is  probably  just 
wistful  contemplation. 


279  1795  Flowing  Hair  obverse.  Small  Eagle  reverse.  B-5.  Very  Fine-20. 
Cleaned  long  ago,  and  now  with  a  minutely  etched  surface.  With 
darker  toning  in  the  protected  areas,  giving  the  piece  a  sort  of  floren- 
tine  finish.  We  recommend  examining  the  present  piece  prior  to  bid¬ 
ding,  for  it  is  difficult  to  describe  in  print.  Overall,  however,  it  is  quite 
attractive. 


280  1795  Draped  Bust  obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse.  B-14.  Choice  Very 
Fine-30.  Some  light  lines  and  marks  are  visible,  especially  under 
magnification  and  especially  on  the  central  obverse  and  in  the  right 
obverse  field.  Medium  to  light  gray  toning.  Much  scarcer  than  the 
Flowing  Hair  style  this  year.

281  1795  Draped  Bust  obverse.  Small  Eagle  reverse.  B-15.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  "small  eagle”  reverse  on  this  style,  while  indeed  show¬ 
ing  a  small  eagle,  is  differently  executed  than  the  "small  eagle"  reverse 
used  on  the  Flowing  Hair  style  is. 

The  presently-offered  coin  is  Extremely  Fine-40.  Under  magnifica¬ 
tion  some  stray  adjustment  marks  (caused  at  the  Mint)  and  a  few  stray 
lines  are  visible.  The  surfaces  are  toned  an  attractive  medium  gray 
with  hints  of  gold.  A  sharp,  beautiful,  and  desirable  specimen  of  this 
scarce  early  dollar.  First  year  of  the  design  type  that  would  extend 
through  the  early  part  of  1798. 


282  1796  Small  date.  Small  letters.  B-2.  Scarce  variety.  Choice  Very 
Fine-30.  Light  gray  surfaces.  A  tiny  edge  mark  is  visible  above  the 
E  of  LIBERTY,  and  below  the  wreath  on  the  reverse  are  to  be  found 
three  scratches.  It  should  be  observed — and  we  do  precisely  this — 
that  such  marks,  while  they  would  not  be  acceptable  on  twentieth 
century  coins,  are  "par  for  the  course"  on  these  early  dollars.  These 
were  rough  and  tough  coins,  meant  to  do  a  day's  work.  They  were 
not  treated  gingerly  or  handled  with  gloves.  They  were  on  the  firing 
line  and  were  carried  in  sacks,  tossed  around  in  bags,  and  passed  from 
hand  to  hand  in  a  rough  and  ready  era. 


Very  at¬ 
tractive  light  gray  surfaces.  Smooth,  defect-free  fields.  Quite  sharply 
struck  for  the  variety.  All  in  all  a  simply  dandy  specimen  of  an  early 
dollar.  We  are  even  tempted  to  call  it  EF-40!

284  1797  Variety  with  obverse  stars  arranged  9  to  the  left  and  7  to  the 
right.  Large  letters  on  reverse.  B-l. 

Appearing  as  Lot  1374  in  Stack's  sale  of  September  1968  (the  Art 
Lovi  Collection),  the  coin  was  described  as  "fully  Extremely  Fine  or 
perhaps  a  trifle  nicer.  Mint  lustre  with  light  iridescent  toning.  Any 
1797  silver  dollar  with  mint  lustre  is  rare!" 

Back  in  those  days  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Grading 
System  had  not  yet  been  devised  or,  for  that  matter,  even  dreamed 
of.  Translated  into  modern  grading  terminology,  we  designate  the 
coin  as  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45  with  claims  to  AU-50,  a  descrip¬ 
tion  which,  despite  intervening  years  and  intervening  grading  ideas, 
does  not  measurably  differ  from  that  assigned  by  Stack's  15  years  ago. 

That  quintessential  element,  beauty,  characterizes  the  present  coin. 
It  is  simply  beautiful  to  behold.  A  prize  early  dollar  that  will  grace 
the  finest  collection. 


285  1797  Obverse  stars  arranged  10  to  the  left  and  6  to  the  right.  Reverse 
with  large  letters.  B-3. 

VF-20  to  Choice  VF-30.  An  exceptionally  pleasing  dollar  by  virtue 
of  its  attractive  surfaces  and  light  toning,  the  latter  of  which  is  deeper 
on  the  recessed  areas,  thus  giving  the  raised  portions  a  beautiful  cameo¬ 
like  effect  which  is  most  photogenic.  Another  dandy  early  dollar.  In¬ 
cidentally,  of  the  various  dates  from  1795  through  the  end  of  that 
century,  dollars  of  1797  are  the  scarcest. 

Note:  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  lists  what  may  seem 
to  be  a  confusing  array  of  silver  dollar  varieties.  Some,  such  as  the 
1800  "Dotted  Date,"  are  not  particularly  significant  (this  variety  simply 
has  some  die  flaws).  Others,  as  those  with  different  star  arrangements, 
are  indeed  important.  To  our  way  of  thinking,  a  really  basic  set  of 
early  dollars  would  contain  the  following:

In  the  preceding  list  which  is  ottered  simply  as  a  general  objective 
tor  interested  readers  the  most  expensive  piece  would  be  the  1794, 
a  classic  rarity.  Very  elusive,  but  not  necessarily  priced  accordingly, 
are  the  17°8  issues  with  Small  Eagle  reverse.  A  great  rarity  is  the  179° 
with  8  stars  lett  and  5  stars  right  (B-23).  This  coin  is  a  fantastic  sleeper, 
despite  the  tact  that  Guide  Book  listings  for  it  in  various  grades  are 
not  significantly  more  than  for  regular”  1799  issues  (7  stars  left  and 
0  stars  right)  which  are  at  least  several  hundred  times  more  plentiful! 

The  collector  will  find  that  forming  a  set  of  these  early  dollars,  with 
Fine  to  Very  Fine  being  a  good  condition  objective,  will  be  quite  a 
challenge.  Far  from  being  able  to  be  accomplished  overnight,  it  may 
take  a  year  or  two  to  put  together. 


286  1798  Small  Eagle  reverse.  13  Obverse  stars.  B-l.  Large  letters  reverse. 
The  reverse  is  from  the  same  die  used  to  coin  the  1797  B-lb.  Choice 
VF-30.  A  pleasing  specimen  with  light  gray  surfaces.  Very,  very  scarce. 

Although  Bolender  lists  31  die  combinations  of  1798  dollars,  only 
two  are  with  the  Small  Eagle  reverse,  while  the  others  are  all  of  the 
standard  Heraldic  Eagle  style.  And,  the  two  varieties  with  the  Small 
Eagle  reverse,  B-l  and  B-2,  are  both  very  scarce  in  their  own  right. 


Extremely 
Fine-40.  Gray  and  yellowish  toning.  A  few  stray  marks.  A  tiny  mark 
on  the  rim  opposite  the  eighth  star  serves  to  identify  the  piece.  Sharply 
struck  and  well  defined  in  all  areas.  A  pleasing  example  of  this  variety.

Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine-40  if  not  finer.  Some  traces  of  original  mint  lustre  re¬ 
main  in  the  protected  areas,  especially  on  the  reverse.  Medium  gray 
and  gunmetal  blue  toning  on  the  obverse.  Light  gray  and  gold  toning 
on  the  reverse.  An  especially  sharp  and  pleasing  strike.  A  few  stray 
marks  and  lines  can  be  seen  but  are  trivial.

Some  planchet  roughness  as  made,  behind 
the  head.  Light  gray  and  lilac  toning,  darker  in  certain  protected  areas. 
A  sharp  specimen  of  a  scarce  date. 


306  1801  B-3.  Variety  as  preceding.  Very  Fine-20.  Light  gray  toning  with 
traces  of  gold.  Some  very  light  obverse  scratches  are  visible,  especially 
under  a  magnifying  glass. 


Original  1836  Gobrecht  Dollar 


309  1836  Gobrecht  dollar.  Variety  with  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  on  base. 
Starless  obverse.  Reverse  with  eagle  flying  upward  in  starry  field  com¬ 
prised  of  13  large  stars  and  13  small  ones.  Struck  in  silver.  Plain  edge. 
The  variety  designated  as  original ;  one  of  1,000  minted  by  December 
31,  1836.  With  dies  aligned  in  the  normal  coin-wise  position,  with 
the  reverse  180  degrees  opposite  from  the  obverse,  and  with  the  eagle 
flying  "onward  and  upward." 

Brilliant  Proof-55  or  a  bit  better.  With  some  handling  marks  in¬ 
cluding  an  edge  bump  on  the  reverse  above  ES  of  STATES.  Although 
the  piece  was  struck  in  Proof  condition  (as  were  all  of  this  issue)  and 
ostensibly  was  made  as  a  pattern,  evidence  unearthed  by  Robert  W. 
Julian  has  revealed  that  such  coins  were  deposited  by  the  United  States 
government  into  an  account  at  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  for  circula¬ 
tion  as  a  medium  of  exchange.  Thus,  although  a  law  authorizing  the 
format  did  not  pass  until  March  1837,  the  piece  has  status  as  a  regular 
monetary  issue. 

Over  the  years  the  1836  Gobrecht  dollar  has  been  desired  by  silver 
dollar  fanciers  everywhere.  Of  the  1,000  originals  and  600  restrikes 
(the  latter  having  different  die  alignment)  made,  probably  300  or  400 
survive  today.  1  would  estimate  that  no  more  than  two  or  three  dozen 
of  these  could  be  designated  as  Choice  Proofs.  The  rest  show  vary¬ 
ing  evidence  of  handling.  As  noted,  when  these  were  made  they  were 
put  into  circulation,  thus  explaining  the  condition  of  the  piece  offered 
here.  At  the  time  the  number  of  numismatists  interested  could  be 
counted  on  the  fingers  of  both  hands.

Believed  to  have  been  struck  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  circa  1850-1860. 

Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  beautiful,  glittering  specimen  of  the  most 
highly  prized  date  among  the  1836-1838-1839  Gobrecht  issues.

Obverse  and  reverse  die  aligned 
in  the  same  direction.  Probably  struck  at  the  Mint  circa  1858-1860. 
Brilliant  Proof-60.  With  attractive  light  toning.  Some  minor  hairlines. 
A  sharp  and  pleasing  specimen  of  a  coin  of  which  probably  no  more 
than  100  to  200  examples  exist  today.

Although  Bruce  Amspacher,  Les  Fox,  and  a  few 
other  scattered  writers  have  discussed  Liberty  Seated  dollars  in  re¬ 
cent  years,  by  and  large  the  series  has  been  overlooked.  As  noted  in 
the  introduction  to  the  present  session,  many  opportunities  are 
available  in  the  current  market.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

313  1841  Choice  EF-45,  prooflike.  Struck  from  highly  polished  dies,  for 
the  interior  of  the  shield  stripes  also  displays  a  mirrorlike  surface. 

314  Pair  of  dollars:  1841  VF-30,  whizzed  or  processed;  1871  VF-20.  (Total: 
2  pieces) 


315  1842  Choice  AU-55  with  many  features  of  MS-60.  Some  very  minor 
friction  keeps  this  out  of  the  MS-60  category.  The  piece  displays  some 
interesting  cud-like  rim  breaks,  not  extending  into  the  denticles,  at 
the  left  and  right  of  the  obverse  as  well  as  to  the  left  center  of  the 
bottom.  Virtually  full  mint  lustre  is  evident.  In  this  condition  the  issue 
is  very  scarce.

Both  with  light  gray 
toning.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

317  1843  Choice  EF-45.  Mottled  light  gray  toning.  Very  sharp  in  all  details. 


318  1844  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  Some  minor  friction  keeps  this  out 
of  the  Uncirculated  category,  but  it  is  very,  very  close.  The  obverse 
displays  mottled  magenta  and  gold  toning,  while  the  reverse  is  an  at¬ 
tractive  light  mottled  gray.  Sharply  struck. 

Just  20,000  specimens  were  coined  of  the  1844  dollar,  of  which  on¬ 
ly  relatively  few  still  survive.  Probably  not  more  than  a  few  dozen 
in  all  of  numismatics  can  equal  the  presfntly-offered  1844  dollar.  A 
prize  item! 

319  Pair  of  silver  dollars:  1844  (scarce  date)  and  1846,  both  EF-40  or  bet¬ 
ter,  but  whizzed  to  make  them  appear  "Brilliant  Uncirculated."  This 
type  of  processing  was  prevalent  in  the  coin  field  until  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Certification  Service,  spearheaded  by  Virgil 
Hancock,  put  an  effective  end  to  the  practice.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

320  1845  AU-50.  Suggestions  of  prooflike  surface. 

321  Pair  of  dollars:  1846  and  1859-0,  each  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

322  Trio  of  Liberty  Seated  dollars:  1846-0,  1847,  and  1848,  the  first  and 
last  being  scarce  issues,  EF-40,  each  lightly  cleaned.  The  1848  displays 
nearly  a  full  prooflike  surface  and  may  have  been  a  presentation  coin. 
A  nice  group!  (Total:  3  pieces) 

Note:  The  preceding  pieces,  like  others  that  have  been  cleaned,  can 
be  retoned,  perhaps  using  methods  suggested  by  Dr.  William  H. 
Sheldon  in  his  Penny  Whimsy  book. 

323  1849  Extremely  Fine-40.

324  Here  is  a  pair  that  will  excite  the  bidder  who  enjoys  scarce  issues  of 
Liberty  Seated  dollars.  The  first  coin  is  an  1850,  EF-40  with  nearly 
full  prooflike  surface.  The  1850  dollar  has  one  of  the  lowest  mintages 
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of  the  era:  just  7,500  pieces.  Joining  it  in  the  lot  is  an  1853  dollar  in 
EF-40  grade.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

325  1850-0  AU-50.  Sharply  struck.  Light  gray  toned  surfaces  with  hints 
of  gold.  Much  original  mint  lustre  is  still  visible.  A  superb  specimen 
of  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  issues  of  the  era.

Extraordinary  1854  Silver  Dollar 


326  1854  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  sharply  struck  specimen 
with  exquisite  detail  in  all  areas,  including  the  star  point,  the  higher 
areas  of  the  Liberty  Seated  figure,  and  eagle’s  wings.  Brilliant  sur¬ 
faces  with  just  a  whisper  of  light  gold  toning.  A  glass  reveals  a  sug¬ 
gestion  of  planchet  striae. 

In  this  condition,  the  1854  dollar  is  a  great  rarity.  We  doubt  if  more 
than  five  or  ten  specimens  exist  in  all  of  numismatics,  and  the  actual 
figure  could  well  be  closer  to  two  or  three.  No  matter  what  is  paid 
for,  the  next  owner  will  have  one  of  the  foremost  prizes  in  the  Liber¬ 
ty  Seated  dollar  series.  It  is  a  coin  that  could  not  be  duplicated  for 
three  times  the  price  the  morning  after  the  sale!

Lustrous  1855  Dollar 


327  1855  Choice  AU-55.  From  our  1974  sale  of  the  Matt  Rothert  Collec¬ 
tion,  where  we  described  it  as  "AU  with  much  brilliant  lustre.''  Upon 
reflection,  we  probably  could  call  this  MS-60  today  and  there  would 
be  little  if  any  criticism.  The  point  is  that  here  is  an  exceptional 
specimen  of  this  issue. 

The  surfaces  are  nearly  fully  frosty.  A  very  light  line  and  a  few 
minor  marks  are  seen  on  the  obverse. 

Although  26,000  business  strikes  were  made  of  the  1855  dollar,  few 
if  any  were  deliberately  saved  at  the  time  of  issue.  Uncirculated  coins 
are  extreme  rarities,  and  a  Choice  AU-55  piece  such  as  this,  if  not 
extremely  rare,  is  at  least  very  rare.  Of  course,  such  terms  as  ex¬ 
tremely''  and  "very”  are  relative,  but  you  get  the  idea.  Put  another 


way,  there  are  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  dozen  1855  Liberty 
Seated  dollars  in  existence  which  can  equal  or  surpass  this  coin. 


328  1856  AU-50.  A  sharply  struck  and  partially  lustrous  specimen  of 
another  scarce  Liberty  Seated  issue.  Suggestions  of  light  gold  toning 
enhance  the  beauty  of  the  coin.

329  1857  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Attractive  light  gold  and  iridescent 
toning.  An  aesthetically  pleasing  example  of  this  issue.

Classic  1858  Proof  Dollar 


330  1858  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  with  many  features  of  Choice  Proof-65. 

A  pristine  piece  with  surfaces  toned  a  light  iridescent  and  gold  hue 
around  the  borders.  Probably  not  one  in  ten  1858  Proof  dollars  is 
as  nice  or  as  attractive  as  this  coin! 

The  1858  silver  dollar  has  long  been  the  classic  issue  of  the  Liberty 
Seated  series.  It  has  been  published  that  just  80  examples  were  struck, 
one  each  for  inclusion  in  the  silver  Proof  sets  sold  that  year.  It  may 
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be  the  situation  that  a  few  additional  pieces  were  made  shortly  after 
1858.  but  this  has  never  been  proven.  Walter  Breen,  in  his  Encyclopedia 
of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  tends  to  discount  this. 
He  notes,  in  part: 

Long  estimated  to  have  been  about  80  struck,  this  estimate 
originating  apparently  with  the  Chapman  brothers  of  Philadelphia, 
who  had  it  supposedly  from  Mint  sources...  I  take  this  estimate  more 
seriously  than  1  would  later  ones,  as  it  is  close  in  time  and  place  to 
the  source.  The  majority  of  the  80,  if  that  be  the  correct  number,  still 
survive,  many  of  them  cleaned,  some  of  them  drastically  so,  a  few 
quite  seriously  impaired." 

In  a  separate  section  on  restrikes  in  the  same  book,  Walter  Breen 
notes  that  Stuart  Mosher  and  others  claimed  to  have  examined 
specimens  with  high  unnatural  wire  edges  and  reversed  field  depres¬ 
sion  near  beak,  unconfirmed.  Apparently  restrikes  fitting  this  descrip¬ 
tion,  it  any  exist,  have  not  been  examined  by  Walter  Breen. 

Of  all  of  the  Liberty  Seated  issues  from  1840  through  1873,  the  1858 
is  the  only  one  struck  just  in  Proof  condition,  with  no  related  business 
strikes.  Accordingly,  it  has  been  isolated  as  the  classic  issue. 

Probably  on  the  average  of  one  or  two  Proof  1858s  appear  on  the 
market  each  year.  As  noted  in  the  introduction  to  the  preceding 
description,  few  pieces  seen  over  a  span  of  time  can  match  the 
presently-offered  coin.  A  prize  for  the  connoisseur!

Rare  1859  Proof  Dollar 


331  1859  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  gorgeous  specimen  from  an  old-time 
collection.  The  obverse  and  reverse  have  light  gray  and  gunmetal  blue 
toning  such  as  is  rarely  seen  on  today's  market. 

The  number  of  Proof  1859  dollars  in  existence  is  known.  Mint 
reports  indicate  that  800  may  have  been  struck,  but  there  is  no  in¬ 
dication  that  any  number  even  approaching  this  actually  reached 
distribution.  Today  the  1859  Proof  dollar  is  a  rarity,  and  the  present 
cataloguer  doubts  if  more  than  two  or  three  hundred  exist,  many  of 
which  are  impaired. 


332  1859  Proof-55.  A  Proof  which  has  seen  some  light  mishandling.  A 
very  attractive  piece  with  light  gray  toning  in  the  fields,  darkening 
at  the  borders.  A  sharp  and  aesthetically  pleasing  example  for  the  bid¬ 
der  who  does  not  want  to  pay  considerably  more  for  an  unimpaired 
Proof. 


333  1859-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Especially  sharply  struck. 
Very  frosty  fields.  With  numerous  bagmarks  and  evidence  of  con¬ 
tact,  particularly  on  the  reverse,  as  normally  seen  on  Uncirculated 
dollars  of  this  date.  The  1859-0  dollar  was  represented  in  the  1962 
Treasury  release  of  coins  (which  primarily  consisted  of  Morgan  and 
Peace  dollars).  So  far  as  we  know,  no  more  than  1,000  such  pieces 
came  to  light.  In  the  intervening  two  decades  they  have  been  widely 
distributed. 

As  an  indication  of  the  opportunities  that  await  alert  collectors, 
we  note  that  the  current  issue  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins 
prices  an  MS-60  example  of  the  1859-0  silver  dollar  at  $1,400,  while 
MS-60  specimens  of  such  dates  as  1866  through  1870  catalogue  for 
less— although  the  latter  pieces  are  dozens  of  times  rarer!  This  does 
not  reflect  unfavorably  on  the  catalogue  price  of  the  1859-0,  for  the 
great  demand  for  this  piece  as  a  type  coin  sustains  the  market  value. 
However,  it  does  show  that  other  issues  which  are  rarities  catalogue 
for  relatively  nominal  sums. 

334  1859-S  AU-50.  Some  mint  lustre  still  remains.  The  1859-S  dollar  is 
scarce  in  all  conditions,  and  in  higher  grades  it  is  very  rare.  Although 
an  MS-60  coin  catalogues  $2,000,  if  one  could  be  found  it  would  prob¬ 
ably  bring  five  times  that  amount  at  auction!  The  presently-offered 
AU  coin  represents  about  the  best  condition  that  one  can  hope  to 
obtain.

335  1860  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  Light  gray  toning.  Small  bump  on 
reverse  rim. 

This  particular  dollar  possesses  virtually  full  prooflike  surfaces  and, 
when  first  struck,  must  have  been  quite  similar  to  a  full  Proof. 
However,  the  light  striking  at  the  top  of  the  obverse  and  the 
corresponding  part  of  the  reverse,  while  not  particularly  noticeable 
except  on  close  examination,  leads  us  to  believe  that  this  was  pro¬ 
duced  as  a  business  strike.  An  unusual  coin,  to  say  least! 
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336  1860-0  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  With  light  gray  toning  on 
obverse  and  reverse.  The  surfaces  have  numerous  contact  marks  from 
storage  in  a  bag.  Undoubtedly  from  the  Treasury  release  of  1962 
(which  contained  examples  of  1859-0  and  1860-0).  The  supply  of 
these  pieces  is  being  widely  dispersed,  and  one  of  these  years  such 
coins  will  be  rarities  on  an  individual  basis. 


337  1860-0  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  sparkling  beauty  with  am¬ 
ple  prooflike  surface.  Scattered  contact  marks  and  bagmarks  keep  this 
out  of  the  MS-63  category.  Undoubtedly  from  the  Treasury  release. 
One  of  the  nicest  we  have  seen  from  this  source.

338  1860-0  Choice  AU-55.  Evidence  of  cleaning  by  friction  and  some 
reverse  rim  marks  keep  this  out  of  the  MS-60  category,  but  we  doubt 
if  the  piece  actually  circulated.  This  coin  is  quite  interesting,  and  we 
encourage  those  attending  the  sale  in  person  to  compare  this  piece 
with  the  preceding  lot.  Although  both  are  1860-0  dollars,  the  die  work 
is  quite  a  bit  different.  The  presently-offered  coin  is  in  particularly 
high  relief  and  is  from  a  pair  of  dies  which  received  strong  and  deep 
impressions  from  the  hub.  By  contrast,  the  preceding  coin  (which  is 
representative  of  the  Treasury  release  pieces)  was  from  dies  that  were 
lightly  hubbed. 

The  present  piece  can  be  differentiated  in  other  ways  as  well.  The 
date,  1860,  on  the  presently-offered  coin  is  higher  in  the  field  than 
on  the  preceding,  and  on  the  reverse  a  break  extends  from  the  right 
(viewer's  right)  top  wing,  between  A  and  M  of  AMERICA  to  the  edge. 
The  present  coin,  in  our  opinion,  was  not  one  of  the  Treasury-held 
pieces  but,  rather,  represents  an  example  which  has  been  in  numismatic 
circles  long  before  the  Treasury  release  of  1962. 


Glittering  Proof  1861  Dollar 


339  1861  Brilliant  Proof-65/63.  We  would  grade  this  piece  fully  Proof-65 
were  it  not  for  a  mark  in  the  reverse  field  to  the  right  of  the  eagle. 
A  glittering,  splendid  specimen  of  a  very  rare  coin. 

The  aspiring  collector  of  Proof  Liberty  Seated  coins  would  do  well 
to  acquire  a  copy  of  Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  United  States 
Colonial  and  Proof  Coins,  for  it  contains  a  wealth  of  information. 
For  example,  concerning  the  1861  Proof  Dollar,  although  1,000  pieces 
were  struck,  apparently  fewer  than  400  actually  were  distributed. 

We  doubt  if  more  than  a  few  dozen  coins  that  equal  the  present 
piece  can  be  traced  today.  Investors  have  overlooked  truly  rare  pieces 
such  as  this  and  have  concentrated  mostly  on  later  dollars,  especial¬ 
ly  the  Morgan  pieces  available  in  quantity.  In  the  opinion  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  cataloguer,  a  close  study  of  earlier  dollars  is  long,  long  overdue. 
To  those  brilliant  investors  who  do  this  first,  the  greatest  rewards  will 
accrue. 


Rare  1862  Proof  Dollar 


340  1862  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Suggestions  of  light  golden  toning.  Very, 
very  close  to  Proof-65  status  and  a  piece  which  could  possibly  be  called 
Proof-65  without  many  dissensions. 

Although  the  Mint  report  indicates  that  550  were  struck,  probably 
many  of  these  were  never  released.  At  the  time  it  was  not  possible 
to  order  Proof  coins  by  sending  a  check,  or  for  that  matter,  even  by 
paying  with  United  States  paper  money!  Rather,  such  pieces  had  to 
be  ordered  by  paying  for  them  in  coin.  At  the  time,  coins  were  sell¬ 
ing  for  a  stiff  premium  in  terms  of  paper  money.  "Hard  money"  of 
all  types  was  hoarded  by  the  public,  and  circulating  coinage  was  not 
in  evidence.

341  1863  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  A  splendid  specimen  which  closely  ap¬ 
proaches  perfection.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  toned  a  beautiful 
heather  and  lilac  color.  It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  what  a  nicer 
1863  Proof  dollar  would  look  like,  even  in  theory! 

Although  460  Proofs  were  minted,  it  is  very  possible  that  many 
were  melted.  At  the  time  specie  payments  were  suspended,  coins  were 
hard  to  come  by,  and  the  Mint  would  not  accept  paper  money  in  pay¬ 
ment.  To  acquire  Proof  pieces  required  persistence  and  extra  effort. 

A  truly  splendid  l.ibertv  Seated  Proof  dollar.  Another  item  for  the 
connoisseur! 


Rare  1864  Proof  Dollar 


342  1864  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  glittering,  beautiful  specimen  of  a 
very  rare  issue.  Although  470  Proofs  were  reported  struck,  it  is  not 
certain  that  all  were  actually  distributed. 

Walter  Breen  points  out  that  three  distinctly  different  dies  were  util¬ 
ized  to  produce  this  restricted  mintage!  The  one  offered  here  has  the 
date  shifted  far  to  the  right  and  is  the  variety  he  describes  as  B-l.  The 
rarity  of  tbe  issue  is  poignantly  stated  by  Walter  Breen,  obviously 
with  tongue-in-cheek:  Obtainable  if  you  are  content  to  wait,  pay 
more  than  expected,  and  are  prepared  to  receive  cleaned  coins.” 

As  noted  earlier.  Liberty  Seated  dollars  are  seriously  overdue  in 
terms  of  market  recognition.  Spectacular  offerings  such  as  the  pres¬ 
ent  are  few  and  far  between.  If  you  had  a  million  dollars  to  spend, 
you  could  not  assemble  a  complete  set  of  top-grade  Liberty  Seated 
dollars,  simply  because  the  opportunity  is  often  more  important  than 
the  price  paid.  This  should  tell  prospective  investors  something! 


Superb  Proof  1865  Dollar 


343  1865  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  simply  superb  specimen  highlighted 
with  delicate  champagne-colored  toning.  Mint  reports  indicate  that 
500  specimens  were  struck,  but,  in  keeping  with  other  dollars  of  this 
era,  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that  distribution  was  complete.  We  doubt 
if  more  than  a  couple  dozen  specimens  survive  today  in  condition 
equal  to  the  presently-offered  coin.  If  this  piece  had  the  market  recogni¬ 
tion  to  which  it  is  entitled  it  probably  would  sell  for  $20,000  to  $40,000! 
Of  course,  current  market  levels  are  far  below  that  point,  but  this 
comment  is  interjected  to  point  out  the  tremendous  potential  that  this 
coin  has.  Popularity  comes  and  goes,  but  rarity  is  never  out  of  style.

MORGAN  DOLLARS 

More  so  than  any  other  early  American  coins,  Morgan 
silver  dollars  have  captured  the  imagination  of  collectors 
and  the  public.  The  situation  is  ideal,  for  many  Morgan 
dollar  issues  exist  in  sufficient  quantity  that  anyone  aspir¬ 
ing  to  put  together  a  collection  or  set  can  accomplish  his 
objectives. 

For  some,  Morgan  silver  dollars  are  an  investment 
medium.  Bid  and  ask  prices,  newsletters,  even  seminars  and 
conferences  have  contributed  to  the  interest.

Although  the 
Mint  records  suggest  that  1,039  Proofs  were  made,  it  is  not  certain 
that  all  were  distributed.  As  a  class,  Morgan  dollar  Proofs  are  much, 
much  rarer  than  the  mintage  figures  suggest.  This  is  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons: 

1.  First,  the  mintage  figures  given  by  the  government  are  maximums 
and  represent  the  numbers  struck,  not  the  number  actually  distributed. 
In  certain  instances,  fewer  than  the  total  were  sold,  and  many  were 
melted. 

2.  Morgan  dollars  were  not  popular  with  many  collectors  until  well 
into  the  twentieth  century.  As  most  dollars  were  purchased  by  necessi¬ 
ty  as  part  of  silver  Proof  sets  (individual  coins  in  such  sets,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  could  not  be  purchased  singly),  the  Morgan  dollars 
were  simply  picked  out  and  "spent"  once  the  sets  were  received. 

3.  The  large  size  of  the  pieces  has  mitigated  against  the  survival 
of  many,  particularly  those  in  finer  degrees  such  as  Proof-63  and 
Proof-65.

The  ANA  Grading  System  divides  Uncirculated  coins  into  the 
specific  steps  of  MS-60,  MS-63,  MS-65,  MS-67,  and  MS-70.  Coins, 
being  highly  individualistic,  do  not  conveniently  fit  precisely  into  such 
gradations.  Rather,  the  range  of  condition  is  gradual  from  MS-60 
through  MS-70.  Thus,  to  paraphrase  George  Orwell  (author  of  Animal 
Farm),  "Some  MS-65  coins  are  more  MS-65  than  others!"  All 
cataloguers  are  faced  with  the  dilemma  of  offering  coins  which  are 
not  precisely  up  to  a  grade  but  are  very  close  to  it.  For  example,  a 
coin  that  is  almost  MS-67  but  not  quite  is  described  -as  TVlS-65. 
However,  it  can  be  nicer  than  an  "average"  MS-65. 

There  is  no  pat  answer  to  this  situation.  If  one  were  to  create  multiple 
steps  such  as  MS-60,  MS-61,  MS-62,  MS-63,  MS-64,  MS-65,  MS-66, 
MS-67,  MS-68,  MS-69,  and  MS-70,  there  would  still  be  the  human 
opinion  factor,  and  we  can  say  forthrightly  that  no  cataloguer  in  ex¬ 
istence  could  precisely  identify  a  bunch  of  silver  dollars  as,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  MS-63,  MS-66,  MS-62,  MS-65,  and  so  on  and  then  in  the  same 
order  with  the  same  coins  assign  the  same  grades  to  the  pieces  a  few 
hours  or  a  few  days  later.  While  it  is  nice  to  hope  that  grading  might 
be  scientific,  in  practice  it  admits  of  a  degree  of  opinion.  End  of  "essay" 
on  the  subject!

Wayne  Miller  whose  credentials  on  the  subject  of  Morgan  dollars 
are  excellent,  reiterates  the  opinion  that  1899  dollars  are  more  plen¬ 
tiful  than  the  mintage  would  indicate.  In  his  The  Morgan  and  Peace 
Dollar  Textbook  he  observes: 

"It  is  the  opinion  of  most  silver  dollar  specialists  that  the  stated 
mintage  of  the  1899  dollar  is  in  error.  According  to  the  plausible  ex¬ 
planation,  many  working  dies  which  had  been  punched  with  the  1899 
date  were  still  unused  at  the  end  of  that  year.  Changing  the  date  on 
the  working  dies  to  '1900'  would  have  taken  considerable  time. 
Therefore,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  simply  continued  to  strike  dollars 
with  the  1899  date  well  into  1900.  The  excess  mintage  was  then  add¬ 
ed  to  the  totals  for  the  1900  issues." 

Another  explanation  is  provided  by  an  acquaintance  who  had  the 
following  to  say: 

"In  the  field  of  Morgan  dollars  there  are  many  self-proclaimed 
prophets.  Each  prophet  wants  to  be  sure  that  his  message  is  more  ac-

undoubtedly  find  something  to  complain  about,  but  if  the  term 
Proof- 70  is  applicable  to  a  Morgan  dollar,  then  it  should  be  attached 
to  the  coin  offered  here!  We  have  never  seen  a  nicer  Morgan  dollar 
of  any  date! 

Adding  to  the  beauty  of  the  coin  is  the  gorgeous  champagne-colored 
toning  in  the  fields,  changing  to  light  iridescent  blue  at  the  border. 
Whether  you  are  seeking  an  1899  Morgan  dollar  for  a  date  set,  whether 
you  want  one  for  a  type  set,  or  whether  you  are  not  the  slightest  bit 
interested  in  Morgan  dollars  but  simply  appreciate  beautiful  coins, 
here  is  a  piece  worthy  of  close  attention!  No  finer  specimen  does  or 
could  exist!

Morgan  dollars  a  few  years  ago.  Just  to  be  cantankerous,  two  of  his 
competitors  set  out  to  discredit  the  desirability  of  the  1899  dollars 
by  stating  that  the  published  mintage  figure  is  incorrect,  although  they 
have  no  specific  information  to  the  contrary." 

The  present  cataloguer's  view  is  that  Morgan  dollar  mintages  have 
very  little  to  do  with  availability  of  certain  issues.  The  presence  or 
absence  of  hoards  is  a  much  more  important  factor  as  is  the  method 
of  distribution.  We  have  no  reason  to  question  the  330,000  business 
strike  mintage  published  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins. 
So  far  as  w’e  know,  by  1900  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  not  using 
earlier-dated  dies.  However,  we  certainly  respect  the  opinions  of  those 
who  feel  otherwise.

Trade  Dollars 

Among  various  United  States  denominations,  the  trade 
dollar  has  been  overlooked  for  a  long,  long  time  by 
numismatists.  Actually,  this  is  the  story  of  the  coin  itself. 
When  John  M.  Willem  wrote  a  book  on  the  subject,  The 
United  States  Trade  Dollar,  he  gave  it  the  subtitle: 
"America's  Only  Unwanted,  Unhonored  Coin." 

Trade  dollars  were  produced  in  response  to  commercial 
pressures.  The  situation  is  complex  and  is  closely  interwoven 
with  politics  of  the  era. 

In  1872  the  price  of  silver  was  declining.  Economic  con¬ 
ditions,  which  slumped  even  further  in  1873,  were  not  good. 
There  was  little  demand  for  the  metal.  At  the  same  time, 
the  Comstock  Lode  in  Nevada,  a  prime  producer  of  silver, 
was  yielding  increased  amounts.  The  result  was  a  glut  on 
the  market.  Thus,  the  hope  of  a  new  coin  which  would 
utilize  large  amounts  of  silver  was  a  glittering  dream  for 
many  mining  interests. 

Into  this  situation  was  melded  the  foreign  exchange 
routine  with  the  Orient.  Trade  with  China  was  active,  par¬ 
ticularly  from  West  Coast  ports.  Distrustful  of  paper  money, 
and  not  enamored  of  gold,  many  Oriental  banks  and  mer¬ 
chants  demanded  payment  in  silver.  United  States  silver 
dollars,  weighing  412V2  grains,  apparently  were  used  for  this 
purpose  (although  the  present  cataloguer  is  not  aware  of  any 
unusual  number  of  Liberty  Seated  early  dollars  that  were 
sent  to  the  Orient).  John  Willem  quotes  a  source  which  states 
that  for  a  period  of  29  years  ending  much  earlier  in  1833, 
specie  (coin)  in  the  amount  of  $88,650,000,  or  an  average 
of  over  $3  million  per  year,  was  sent  to  China  by  American 


interests.  The  same  author  implies  that  large  quantities  of 
silver  dollars  dated  1859  and  1860  were  likewise  shipped  to 
the  same  location. 

Silver  dollars  of  the  early  style  were  at  a  distinct  trading 
disadvantage  to  the  slightly  heavier  Mexican  dollars,  thus 
giving  rise  to  sentiment  to  create  a  special  coin,  first  called 
a  commercial  dollar,"  then  a  "trade  dollar,"  to  compete  in 
the  export  trade.  Patterns  were  produced  in  1872.  In  the 
following  year,  1873,  trade  dollars  were  minted  in  large 
quantities  for  commercial  use.  At  first  they  were  legal  tender 
in  the  United  States,  but  Congress  repealed  this  provision 
in  1876,  and  after  that  time  such  pieces  were  valued  only 
at  their  bullion  or  melt-down  worth. 

As  curious  as  it  may  seem  today,  coin  dealers  of  the  1890s 
and  early  twentieth  century  often  priced  trade  dollars  on 
a  retail  basis  at  less  than  $1  each,  and  these  offerings  in¬ 
cluded  Proofs! 

In  more  recent  times  trade  dollars  have  attracted  a  wider 
audience,  with  the  primary  market  coming  from  collectors 
of  type  sets  who  need  an  example— just  one— to  illustrate 
the  general  1873-1883  motif.  Just  as  the  crossword  puzzle 
fan  is  not  content  to  put  down  his  copy  of  the  New  York 
Times  Magazine  with  a  corner  left  unfilled,  the  numismatist 
is  not  content  to  have  a  partial  set.  Accordingly,  the  1884 
and  1885  trade  dollars,  pieces  made  secretly  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,  supposedly  to  the  extent  of  10  pieces  of 
the  former  and  five  pieces  of  the  latter,  have  always  been 
a  problem.  While  it  has  been  well  documented  that  these 
pieces  were  of  unofficial  origin  and  may  even  be  fantasies, 
still  they  do  exist.  And,  to  be  truly  complete  a  collection 
must  have  them.  And  yet  such  coins  are  exceedingly  expen¬ 
sive  and,  apart  from  that,  only  rarely  come  on  the  market. 
The  presence  of  these  two  pieces  has  contributed  to  the  lack 
of  interest  in  forming  sets,  although  it  can  be  rationalized 
that  a  set  of  trade  dollars  from  1873  through  1883  inclusive 
is  complete  so  far  as  official  issues  are  concerned.  Indeed, 
such  a  set  has  a  number  of  interesting  rarities,  specifically 
the  1878-CC  which  is  scarce  in  all  grades  and  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  coins  from  1878  onward  which  were 
minted  only  in  Proof  condition  (no  related  business  strikes 
were  made). 

The  result  of  this  neglect,  which  the  present  writer  feels 
is  quite  undeserved,  is  that  outstanding  specimens  of  silver 
trade  dollars  can  be  obtained  for  much  less  than  contem¬ 
porary  silver  dollars  of  equal  rarity. 

Note:  Housed  in  a  special  glass  enclosure  at  the  entrance 
to  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  headquarters  at 
818  North  Cascade,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  is  a  gigan¬ 
tic  coining  press  built  by  Morgan  &  Orr,  Philadelphia,  ex¬ 
pressly  for  minting  trade  dollars.  Restored,  it  furnishes  an 
interesting  but  non-operating  exhibit  today. 

A  sharp  and  pleasing  specimen  with 
very  smooth  and  attractive  surfaces.  Light  gray  toning. 


A  superb  specimen,  the  presently-offered  coin  would 
merit  a  full  MS-65  classification  were  it  not  for  some  light  contact 
marks  below  the  branch  hand.  The  surfaces  are  satiny,  and  all  in  all 
this  is  one  of  the  nicest  1874  Philadelphia  Mint  trade  dollar  business 
strikes  we've  seen  in  a  long  time!

Housed  in  a  custom-made 
display  holder  titled  Finest  Known  1875  Trade  Dollar.  Ordinarily 
we  would  ignore  such  a  description  and  use  our  own  terminology, 
but  in  this  instance,  while  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  that  this  is 
absolutely  the  finest  in  all  of  the  world,  we  are  compelled  to  repeat 
the  owner's  pride,  simply  because  if  a  finer  piece  exists,  we  haven  t 
seen  it!  The  American  Numismatic  Association  Grading  Service  is  a 
bit  more  conservative  in  this  instance,  and  on  certificate  number 
E-0190-N  grades  it  as  "MS-65/67,"  However,  in  our  professional  opin¬ 
ion  we  believe  that  it  merits  the  full  Gem  Uncirculated-67  designa¬ 
tion  and  are  offering  it  as  such. 

Note:  While  in  general  we  agree  with  many  of  the  grades  assigned 
by  the  ANA  Grading  Service,  occasionally  we  disagree.  And,  the 
disagreement  goes  both  ways.  Sometimes  we  see  pieces  which  we  grade 
lower  than  the  ANA  Grading  Service  does,  and  sometimes  we  see 
pieces  that  we  grade  higher.  As  our  firm  is  the  one  who  is  selling  the 
coin  (the  ANA  neither  buys  nor  sells  coins),  it  is  our  grade  that  counts, 
so  far  as  our  buyers  are  concerned. 

Further  on  the  subject  of  this  1875  trade  dollar,  the  coin  possesses 
a  lovely  light  golden  toning  and  is  an  exceptional  strike.  It  is  a  very 
special  piece  which  will  find  a  place  in  the  collection  and  in  the  heart 
of  a  numismatic  connoisseur.  Business  strike  trade  dollars  of  this  quali¬ 
ty  are  exceedingly  rare,  for  these  were  intended  as  workhorse  coins 
and  there  was  absolutely  no  numismatic  interest  in  saving  such  pieces 
at  the  time.  What  little  interest  there  was  in  trade  dollars  was  satisfied 
by  the  yearly  emission  of  Proofs.

As  has  often  been  reiterated,  patterns  tell  the  tale  of  'what 
might  have  been,"  but  wasn't,  in  the  field  of  American 
coinage.  With  only  a  few  exceptions,  all  patterns  are  great 
rarities.  The  selection  offered  here,  while  modest  in  scope, 
includes  several  outstanding  pieces. 


553  1858  Pattern  one  cent.  J-192.  Struck  in  copper-nickel.  Obverse  with 
regular  flying  eagle  motif,  small  letters  in  legend.  Reverse  with 
unadopted  oak  wreath.  Proot-55.  A  Proof  which  has  seen  some  slight 
mishandling.  Attractive  light  golden  toning. 

This  issue,  which  exists  today  to  the  extent  of  perhaps  100  or  so 
pieces,  was  one  of  the  issues  sold  in  1858  as  part  of  a  set  of  12  pieces. 
Over  the  years  nearly  all  such  sets  have  been  dispersed.  The  only  in¬ 
tact  set  we  have  ever  handled  is  one  obtained  from  Catherine  Bullowa, 
the  Philadelphia  dealer,  in  the  1950s.

A  pristine  piece  struck  in 
copper  displaying  attractive  light  toning.  Unlike  many  copper  pieces 
of  this  era,  the  present  coin  has  not  been  cleaned  or  dipped. 

The  obverse  displays  the  so-called  Washlady  design  by  Charles  E. 
Barber.  Thus,  this  is  a  "Barber  dime"  produced  over  a  decade  before 
the  familiar  Barber  dime  (first  made  in  1892)  was  issued.

This  coin,  struck  in  silver  and  with  a  reeded  edge,  displays  as  the 
obverse  motif  a  reduction  of  the  portrait  used  on  George  T.  Morgan's 
silver  dollar  of  1878  and,  before  that,  on  certain  pattern  half  dollars 
of  1877.

Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  with  claims  to  Gem 
Proof-67.  Attractive  light  toning.  A  simply  superb  specimen.  Certainly 
no  finer  example  exists! 

Offered  is  an  outstanding  specimen  of  the  metric  dollar  pattern  de¬ 
signed  by  William  Barber.  The  piece  weighs  386.3  grains  and  is  believed 
to  be  an  original  struck  in  metric  alloy.  The  obverse  depicts  the  head 
of  Miss  Liberty  with  a  coronet,  a  design  created  by  Barber  earlier  and 
which  found  its  most  spectacular  use  on  the  obverse  of  the  impressive 
1877  $50  gold  patterns  (J-1548  and  1549).  The  reverse  reflects  the  metric 
style  and  contains  an  inscription  at  the  center  pertaining  to  the  metallic 
composition:  895.8  S  (Silver),  4.2  G  (Gold),  and  100  C  (Copper). 

Probably  about  two  dozen  examples  of  J-1617  are  known  in  all. 
However,  for  some  reason  which  is  not  clear  today,  nearly  all  of  these 
show  signs  of  friction  or  cleaning.  Indeed,  the  Judd  plate  coin  appears 
to  have  been  cleaned  or  polished.  While  the  presently-offered  coin 
is  desirable  in  any  event  because  of  its  pattern  status  and  general  rarity, 
it  takes  on  added  desirability  because  of  its  outstanding  condition.

This  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  pattern  issues  of  the  era.  The 
obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  with  a  coronet,  somewhat 
similar  to  that  used  on  contemporary  gold  coins  but  differently  pro¬ 
portioned.  The  reverse  bears  inscriptions  relating  to  the  trade  dollar. 
The  reverse  die  was  not  completely  polished  or  finished,  with  the  result 
that  a  strong  magnifying  glass  shows  a  myriad  of  microscopic  die  lines 
which  are  raised  in  the  coin  (and  thus  differ  from  cleaning  marks  or 
hairlines,  which  would  be  depressed  or  incuse). 

This  piece  is  related  to  the  preceding  lot  inasmuch  as  it  is  outstand¬ 
ing  in  two  regards.  First  of  all  it  is  scarce  as  a  pattern  (only  about 
two  dozen  are  known).  And,  so  far  as  the  condition  goes,  it  is  doubly 
outstanding.  Most  examples  of  J-1276  have  been  cleaned  and  polished. 
The  Judd  plate  coin  is  an  excellent  example  of  this.  The  presently- 
offered  coin  may  well  be  the  finest  known.  In  any  event,  we  have 
never  seen  one  which  surpasses  it.

The  obverse  of  this  issue  displays  Miss  Liberty  as  an  Indian  princess, 
seated  on  a  globe  and  wearing  a  feathered  headdress.  Her  right  hand 
supports  a  Liberty  cap  on  a  pole,  and  the  left  covers  Greenland  (or 
about  where  Greenland  should  be  on  the  globe).  Two  small  flags  are 
behind,  one  of  which  has  13  stars.  This  coin  is  a  close  cousin  to  the 
Longacre  silver  dollar  of  1870  (refer  to  J-1008  and  others).  The  reverse 
depicts  a  small  eagle  with  raised  wings,  surrounded  by  seemingly  com¬ 
plicated  inscriptions.  Reverse  displays  some  die  striae  as  made,  due 
to  incomplete  polishing  (a  feature  common  to  all  known  specimens 
of  this  variety).

THOUS.  above  eagle,  the  style  usually  seen.  Choice  Very  Fine-30. 
Some  evidence  of  original  mint  lustre  remains  in  protected  areas. 

This  was  the  most  widely  circulated  of  the  United  States  Assay  Of¬ 
fice  of  Gold  issues  at  the  time.  Tens  of  thousands  were  struck  and 
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saw  active  use  in  the  channels  of  commerce.  In  the  years  following 
the  establishment  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  (in  1854)  such  pieces  were 
recalled  with  the  result  that  as  early  as  1860,  scarcely  seven  years 
after  they  were  struck  they  were  not  to  be  seen  in  general  circulation.

specimen  of  this  classic  issue.  While  several  hundred  pieces  of  the  varie¬ 
ty  exist,  we  doubt  if  more  than  a  dozen  or  so  are  in  the  category  of 
the  one  offered  here.  As  such,  this  is  a  real  find  for  the  territorial  gold 
specialist. 

The  obverse  die  is  patterned  closely  after  the  federal  coinage  and 
depicts  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  with  the  abbreviated  inscription  in 
this  instance  of  CLARK  &  CO.  on  the  diadem.  Thirteen  stars  sur¬ 
round.  The  reverse  likewise  closely  follows  the  government  halt  eagle 
design  of  the  period  except  that  the  peripheral  inscriptions  relate  to 
Clark,  Gruber:  PIKES  PEAK  GOLD,  DENVER,  FIVE  D. 

The  firm  of  Clark,  Gruber  &  Company,  which  had  its  origins  in 
the  Kansas  Territory  and  which  set  up  a  branch  in  Denver  following 
the  discovery  of  gold  there,  became  well  known  as  a  private  minter. 
The  issues  of  1860  and  1861  were  accepted  by  local  merchants  and 
were  widely  respected.  Curiously,  $5  paper  notes  issued  by  the  com¬ 
pany,  redeemable  in  the  firm  s  gold  coins,  circulated  at  par  at  a  time 
during  the  Civil  War  when  United  States  government  currency  sold 
at  a  discount! 

The  inscription  on  the  reverse  refers  to  Pikes  Peak,  which  is  not 
where  the  gold  came  from  and,  geographically,  is  about  70  miles  to 
the  south  of  Denver.  The  gold  came  from  Georgetown,  Central  Ci¬ 
ty,  and  other  encampments  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  immediately  to 
the  west  of  Denver.  However,  the  entire  area  was  known  to  easterners 
as  the  "Pikes  Peak  district,"  for  Pikes  Peak  was  the  best  known 
geographical  feature  of  the  territory. 

A  detailed  discussion  of  the  history  and  operations  of  Clark,  Gruber 
&  Co.  is  to  be  found  in  the  United  States  Coinage  as  Illustrated  by 
The  Garrett  Collection  book  described  under  the  previous  lot.

The  "Oak  Tree"  (the  botanical  designation  was  given  by 
numismatists;  the  term  was  not  used  at  the  time  of  striking)  has  a 
curious  trunk  of  overly  generous  width  beneath  which  is  a  series  of 
cross-hatching  marks  (roots?). 


Exceptionally  Sharp  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling 


565  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling.  Small  planchet  variety.  Noe-16. 
Extremely  Fine  condition.  A  piece  of  exceptional  beauty,  the  present 
coin  has  gray  fields  against  which  are  highlighted  the  lighter  gray  let¬ 
ters  and  devices.  Virtually  full  denticulation  occurs  around  the  borders. 
An  exceptionally  pleasing  specimen  of  one  of  America’s  most  historical 
and  romantic  numismatic  issues. 

Although  the  issue  bears  the  date  1652,  actual  striking  occurred 
nearly  three  decades  later.  The  British  crown  disapproved  of  the  in¬ 
digenous  Massachusetts  coinage,  and  to  avoid  arousing  the  authorities 
across  the  Atlantic,  the  Massachusetts  coiners  simply  maintained  the 
fiction  of  using  the  earlier  1652  date. 

A  study  of  Massachusetts  silver  (refer  to  pages  14-16  of  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins)  shows  the  developing  technology.  Ear¬ 
ly  pieces  were  crude  and  primitive,  the  Willow  Tree  coins  were  an

to  Fine.  Light  brown  surfaces. 

568  American  Plantations  token.  Undated  (Circa  1688)  James  II  Planta¬ 
tion  token.  1/24  Part  real.  Tin.  Very  Fine  or  so  from  the  standpoint 
of  wear,  but  with  part  of  the  edges  crumbled  away  and  with  some 
surface  pits  due  to  "tinpest,"  an  oxidation  of  tin  which  is  said  to  oc¬ 
cur  when  the  metal  is  exposed  to  extremely  low  temperatures.  This 
piece  should  be  examined  in  person  prior  to  bidding,  for  a  verbal 
description  cannot  do  it  justice.

Reverse  with  UTILE  DULCI  at  bot¬ 
tom.  Fine. 

570  1723  Rosa  Americana  penny.  Fine.  Dark  brown  surfaces. 


571  1723  Rosa  Americana  twopence.  Sharp  AU.  Planchet  crack,  as  made, 
at  left  obverse  border  and  corresponding  part  of  the  reverse.  An  ex¬ 
quisite  striking— far,  far  above  that  usually  seen— with  all  of  the  details 
needle-sharp.  Pleasing  dark  brown  surfaces.  An  exceptional  specimen 
of  this  large  and  impressive  coin. 

Note:  The  Rosa  Americana  pieces  are  made  of  bath  metal,  an  alloy 
consisting  of  75  parts  copper,  24.7  parts  zinc,  and  .3  parts  silver.  The 
composition  has  a  yellowish-brown  appearance. 
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572  1722  Wood's  Hibernia  halfpenny.  First  type  with  harp  at  left.  Extreme¬ 
ly  Fine.  Light  brown  surfaces.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  a  reverse  style 
which  seems  at  least  to  the  cataloguer,  to  be  more  attractive  than 
the  later  issue. 

573  1722  Hibernia  halfpenny.  Style  as  preceding  with  harp  at  left.  Extreme¬ 
ly  Fine.  A  magnifying  glass  reveals  a  very  light  and  quite  trivial  line 
on  the  obverse. 

574  Trio  of  Wood's  Hibernia  coins:  1723  Farthing,  AU.  Mark  in  obverse 
field  and  tiny  planchet  crack;  1723  Halfpenny,  Extremely  Fine:  1724 
Halfpenny,  scarcer  date,  VF-EF.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

575  Quartette  of  Wood's  Hibernia  pieces:  1723  Halfpenny,  Fine,  dark  sur¬ 
faces;  1723  Halfpenny,  another,  VG  to  Fine;  1723  Farthing,  Very  Fine; 
1724  Halfpenny,  VG.  (Total:  4  pieces) 


576  1773  Virginia  halfpenny.  Variety  with  period  after  GEORGIVS.  Choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  prooflike,  full  original  mint  brilliance. 

This  piece  is  one  of  the  very  finest  we  have  ever  seen  of  this  issue. 
It  undoubtedly  traces  its  ancestry  to  the  Col.  M  I.  Cohen  hoard 
distributed  during  the  nineteenth  century.  However,  unlike  most  hoard 
coins,  the  spotting  on  the  present  specimen  is  minimal  and  consists 
solely  of  a  tiny  spot  below  the  V  of  GEORGIVS  and,  on  the  reverse, 
a  spot  at  the  left  edge  near  the  letter  A.  The  surfaces  are  uniformly 
orange  and  prooflike.  A  simply  gorgeous  specimen! 

577  1773  Virginia  halfpenny.  Variety  with  period  as  preceding.  Very  Fine. 
Dark  surfaces  with  microscopic  granularity. 

578  1760  Voce  Populi  halfpenny.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  Attrac¬ 
tive  and  quite  unusual  light  brown  surfaces. 


581  Trio  of  French  Colonies  pieces:  1711-D  30  Deniers.  Billon  coinage.) 
Very  Good  or  better.  Wedge-shaped  piece  is  missing  from  planchet! 
rim,  as  struck;  1722/1-H  Copper  Sou  or  9  Deniers.  The  popular  over-, 
date.  Very  Good;  1767  Sou,  copper,  counterstamped  RF  (for  Repuh-l 
lique  Francaise).  Extremely  Fine.  Glossy  brown  surfaces.  (Total:  3 
pieces) 


Exceptional  1776  Continental  "Dollar” 


582  1776  Continental  "Dollar."  Variety  with  CURENCY  spelling.  Pewter. 
Choice  AU,  prooflike.  Gorgeous  bright  gray  surfaces.  One  of  the  nicest 
Continental  "Dollars"  we've  handled  in  a  long  time.  An  outstanding 
specimen  of  one  of  the  most  classic  issues  among  early  American  coins. 

The  design  of  this  issue  is  derived  from  a  Continental  Currency  motif 
of  the  same  year.  Although  no  official  documentation  of  the  coin's 
issuance  has  ever  been  found,  it  is  presumed  that  it  was  related  to 
the  Continental  Congress.  As  the  pieces  were  issued  in  an  era  in  which 
the  public  was  conscious  of  metallic  content,  it  was  probably  the  case 
that  specimens  struck  in  silver  circulated  at  the  value  of  one  dollar, 
but  the  pieces  struck  in  pewter  were  of  a  lesser  value,  with  one  authori¬ 
ty  speculating  that  they  may  have  been  assigned  the  value  of  a  pen¬ 
ny  or  cent.  Certainly  such  pieces  were  produced  in  large  quantities 
and  saw  an  active  life  in  circulation. 


583  1783  Nova  Constellatio  copper.  Blunt  rays.  CONSTELATIO  misspell¬ 
ing.  Fine. 


579  1766  Pitt  halfpenny  token.  Choice  Extremely  Fine.  Medium  yellowish- 
brown  surfaces  with  occasional  darker  areas.  Exceptional  detail. 

William  Pitt,  whose  bust  appears  on  the  obverse  of  the  piece, 
endeavored  to  have  the  hated  Stamp  Act  repealed.  Pittsburgh  (Penn¬ 
sylvania)  is  named  after  him. 


580  1783  J.  Chalmers  silver  shilling.  Obverse  with  clasped  hands  and  in¬ 
scription.  Reverse  with  birds  tugging  on  a  short  worm,  with  inscrip¬ 
tion  surrounding.  Very  Fine.  Unusually  sharp  and  pleasing  surfaces. 

This  issue,  a  trade  token,  was  produced  by  John  Chalmers,  an  An¬ 
napolis  (Maryland)  goldsmith  and  silversmith.  Apparently  the  coins 
had  wide  circulation  in  their  time. 


584  1787  Vermont  copper.  Ryder-13.  Very  Fine.  One  of  the  most  curious 
of  all  state  copper  coins,  this  piece  was  produced  at  Machin's  Mills 
by  combining  a  Vermont  obverse  with  an  irrelevant  reverse  intend¬ 
ed  for  a  counterfeit  British  halfpenny.  The  reverse  was  deliberately 
made  to  appear  "worn"  (to  aid  in  the  circulation  of  such  counterfeits), 
so  even  the  best  specimens  are  poorly  defined.  Thus,  grading  is  by 
the  obverse  only.

585  Pair  of  early  coppers:  1788  New  Jersey  copper.  Maris  75bb,  scarce 
issue.  The  Running  Fox  variety.  Very  Good  to  Fine;  1795  Washington 
Liberty  and  Security  halfpenny.  BIRMINGHAM  edge.  Fine.  Better 
struck  than  usual  (although  it  still  would  win  no  prizes  in  a  minting 
competition!).  (Total:  2  pieces) 

586  1787  New  Jersey.  Maris  64t.  Very  Good.  Dusky  surfaces  (in  need  of 
brushing  with  a  camel's  hair  brush). 

587  1788  New  Jersey  copper.  Horse's  head  facing  right.  Maris  6 7v.  Very 
Good  obverse.  Fine  to  Very  Fine  reverse.  Scarce. 

588  1788  Massachusetts  copper  cent.  Ryder  4-G.  Fine.  Hardly  noticeable 
edge  clip. 


589  1787  Nova  Eborac  (New  York)  copper.  Reverse  with  seated  figure 
facing  left.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  Microscopic  granularity.  At¬ 
tractive  light  brown  surfaces.  Exceptionally  well  struck  for  the  issue; 
the  details  on  this  are  much  sharper  than  usually  seen. 

590  1781  North  American  token.  Copper.  Very  Fine. 

This  token,  dated  1781  but  believed  to  have  been  struck  early  in 
the  nineteenth  century,  inevitably  comes  in  worn  grades.  We  have 
never  seen  an  Uncirculated  example,  and  same  may  not  exist. 


591  (1785)  Undated  Bar  token  or,  as  A  Guide  Book  to  United  States  Coins 
puts  it,  "copper.”  For  many  years  this  piece  has  traditionally  been 
called  the  Bar  Cent.  Extremely  Fine.  A  few  edge  marks.  A  scarce 
original  example  of  this  issue.  Attractive  light  brown  surfaces. 

The  circumstances  of  the  issuance  of  the  piece  have  become  cloud¬ 
ed  with  the  passage  of  time,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  design  was  de¬ 
rived  from  a  Continental  Army  uniform  button. 

592  Kentucky  token,  undated  (circa  1792-1794).  Variety  with  plain  edge. 
Extremely  Fine. 

593  1794  Franklin  Press  token.  Extremely  Fine  to  AU.  Glossy  prooflike 
surfaces.  From  an  early  state  of  the  dies  without  obverse  breaks. 

The  entire  mintage  of  the  Franklin  Press  token,  a  part  of  the  British 
conder  token  series,  appears  to  have  been  accomplished  from  a  single 
pair  of  dies. 

594  1794  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee  cent.  Variety  with  NEW  YORK.  Very  Good. 


WASHINGTON  PIECES 

595  1783  Georgius  Triumpho  token.  Very  Fine.  An  attractive  specimen 
of  a  token  which  invariably  comes  in  worn  grades  (we  have  never 
seen  a  Mint  State  example).  The  circumstances  of  issue  of  the  piece 
have  never  been  satisfactorily  explained. 

596  Group  of  Washington  pieces:  1783  Large  military  bust,  plain  edge. 
Very  Fine;  1783  Draped  Bust,  no  button  on  toga,  Very  Fine;  Undated 
Double  Head  cent.  Very  Fine,  small  edge  mark.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


597  1783  Large  military  bust.  AU.  Exceptionally  high  condition  for  this 
issue. 

Note:  At  this  point  it  might  be  useful  to  review  for  our  readers  the 
various  Washington  pieces  described  in  the  1984  edition  of  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins,  pages  51  through  55,  together  with  some 
brief  notes  on  the  upper  limits  of  condition  availability  of  each.  These, 
of  course,  are  our  own  observations,  and  the  observations  of  others 
may  differ: 

1783  Georgius  Triumpho,  rarely  seen  in  grades  above  Very  Fine, 
unknown  in  Uncirculated. 

1783  Large  military  bust.  Usually  seen  in  VG  to  VF  grades,  often 
with  surface  marks,  rare  in  EF  grade,  unknown  in  Uncirculated.  The 
same  comments  pertain  to  the  small  military  bust,  which  is  scarcer 
in  all  grades. 

1783  Draped  bust,  original,  usually  seen  in  Fine  to  EF  grades, 
unknown  in  Uncirculated  (by  "Uncirculated"  we  are  referring  to  sharp 
and  lustrous  pieces  which  would  be  the  equivalent  of  an  American 
large  cent  graded  as  MS-65).  Restrikes  were  made  in  Proof  and  are 
typically  seen  in  Choice  Proof  grade  today. 

1783  Unity  States,  usually  seen  in  Fine  to  EF  grade,  unknown  in 
Uncirculated. 

Double  Head  cent.  Usually  seen  in  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine  grade, 
unknown  in  Uncirculated. 

1784  Ugly  Head,  known  in  Fair  to  Good  grades. 

1791  Small  eagle  cent.  Usually  seen  in  EF  to  AU  condition.  Proof¬ 
like  Uncirculated  pieces  exist. 

1791  Large  eagle  cent.  Usually  seen  in  EF  to  AU  condition.  Proof¬ 
like  Uncirculated  exist. 

1791  Liverpool  halfpenny.  Usually  seen  in  EF  condition.  We  do  not 
•  recall  having  seen  an  Uncirculated  piece,  although  the  Guide  Book 

lists  same. 

1792  Eagle  cent  with  stars  is  a  great  rarity,  and  the  Washington 
Born  Virginia  pieces  are  very  elusive;  we  refer  readers  to  individual 
listings  in  our  past  catalogues,  especially  The  Garrett  Collection.  The 
same  goes  for  the  1792  Small  eagle  issues. 

The  1792  Roman  Head  cent  usually  is  seen  in  Proof  grade. 

The  1793  Ship  halfpenny  is  usually  seen  in  VF  to  EF  grade.  Unknown 
in  Uncirculated. 

1795  Grate  tokens  are  usually  seen  in  Extremely  Fine  to  AU  condi¬ 
tion.  Uncirculated  pieces  exist  and  are  usually  either  glossy  brown 
or  reddish  brown. 

1795  Liberty  and  Security  halfpenny  varieties  are  usually  seen  in 
Fine  to  Very  Fine  condition,  always  with  weak  areas  of  striking  on 
the  reverse.  Not  known  in  Uncirculated. 

The  Undated  (1795)  Liberty  and  Security  penny  is  usually  seen  in 
Very  Fine  to  AU  condition,  although  Uncirculated  pieces  occasional¬ 
ly  are  encountered. 

The  Success  tokens  are  usually  seen  in  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine 
condition,  although  a  few  Uncirculated  pieces  exist.  Some  have  original 
silvering,  but  as  others  in  high  grade  do  not  have  silvering,  apparently 
some  were  originally  silvered  and  some  were  not. 

The  1795  North  Wales  halfpenny  is  usually  seen  in  grades  from  Very 
Good  to  Fine.  This  is  apparently  an  evasion  piece  and  was  deliberately 
made  with  weakly  engraved  features  on  the  die.  Not  known  in  Un¬ 
circulated  preservation. 

598  1783  UNITY  STATES  cent.  Extremely  Fine.  Struck  on  a  grooved  or 
striated  planchet,  as  always,  the  reason  for  which  is  unexplained.  The 
reverse  is  copied  from  an  American  large  cent  circa  1803,  indicating 
that  the  piece  could  not  have  been  struck  prior  to  that  date,  despite 
the  1793  obverse  date. 

599  1793  Ship  halfpenny.  Very  Fine.  The  reverse  is  struck  from  a  bulged 
die  as  always. 
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600  1795  Grate  token.  Large  buttons.  Diagonally  reeded  edge.  Glossy 
brown  AU. 

601  1787  Fugio  cent.  Newman-13X.  STATES  UNITED  at  sides  of  circle. 
Glossy  brown  AU. 


Half  Cents 

The  following  offering  of  United  States  half  cents  con¬ 
tains  a  number  of  interesting  and  desirable  pieces.  The  1793 
is  very  desirable  as  a  design  type.  The  1794,  actually  a 
distinctive  design  type  (but  generally  overlooked  as  such), 
is  remarkable  for  its  sharpness  (we  are  referring  to  Lot  603). 
The  1 797  Overstrike  is  one  of  the  most  curious  pieces  you  ll 
ever  see!  Attributions  are  by  Cohen  numbers. 


1794  Half  cents,  although  of  the  same  general  style  as  those  datec 
1795-1797,  really  represent  a  distinctly  different  type.  In  effect,  they 
are  miniature  large  cents  for,  like  large  cents,  the  portrait  and  Liber 
ty  cap  fill  a  generous  area  of  the  obverse  (whereas  on  the  1795-179^ 
issues  the  head  and  cap  are  much  reduced  in  size,  producing  a  cameo 
effect).  Properly  stated,  1794  should  be  recognized  as  a  distinctly  dif¬ 
ferent  type  and  should  be  collected  as  such.  As  top-grade  1794  halflf 
cents  are  much  rarer  than  top-grade  1793  half  cents  (a  statement  that 
may  come  as  a  surprise  to  some  readers!),  the  whole  order  of  pricing 
would  be  upset  if  this  were  recognized! 


604  1794  C-9.  Variety  as  preceding.  The  obverse  is  Very  Fine-20  with  a 
small  planchet  flaw  in  the  lower  part  of  the  hair,  as  illustrated.  The 
reverse  is  Very  Good-8.  The  difference  in  grades,  seemingly  illogical 
at  first,  is  explained  by  the  differences  in  the  original  design  relief  of 
the  side. 

605  A  nice  group  of  half  cents  illustrating  four  different  design  types:  1795 
C-l.  Fine-12.  Two  shallow  obverse  marks;  1804  C-ll.  Plain  4.  Stems 
to  wreath.  Scarce  variety.  VF-30;  1826  EF-40;  1857,  last  year  of  issue, 
scarce.  EF-45.  (Total:  4  pieces) 


Rare  1793  Half  Cent 


602  1793  Cohen-4.  Very  Fine-20.  Some  microscopic  granularity.  A  very 
sharply  struck  specimen,  with  the  words  HALF  CENT  (often  weak) 
sharply  defined.  An  excellent  specimen  for  the  type  collector  or  for 
the  date  specialist. 

This  variety  is  characterized  by  the  hooked  bust  line  and  the  13 
leaves  on  the  left  side  of  the  wreath.  1793  is  the  only  year  of  the  Liberty 
head  with  cap  type  facing  right. 


Exceptional  1794  Half  Cent 


603  1794  C-9.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Microscopically  granular  surfaces.  Gray 
fields  with  light  brown  letters  and  designs.  One  of  the  nicest  1794  cents 
we  have  seen  in  a  long,  long  time.  Unlike  1795  (which  occasionally 
is  seen  in  such  grades  as  AU  and  Uncirculated),  nearly  all  1794  cents 
are  in  very  low  states  of  preservation.  The  present  piece,  although 
not  popularized  in  references  as  being  rare,  is  indeed  elusive  in  such 
high  condition.  A  marvelous  opportunity  for  the  connoisseur  or 
specialist! 


Marvelous  1797  Half  Cent  Overstrike 


606  1797  “Lettered  edge"  half  cent  overstrike.  Actually  a  1797  plain  edge 
variety  of  the  1  above  1  obverse  die,  this  coin  is  at  the  same  time 
a  “lettered  edge"  half  cent.  First  of  all,  the  condition:  VG-8. 

Second,  an  explanation:  The  piece  was  struck  from  a  planchet  cut 
from  a  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee  copper  (refer  to  the  illustration  at  the 
top  of  page  50  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  for  one  of 
these).  Normally  it  was  the  Mint  practice  to  cut  planchets  from  the 
center  of  such  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee  pieces.  However,  in  the  present 
instance  an  error  was  made,  and  the  planchet  was  cut  off-center  so 
as  to  include  part  of  the  lettered  edge  belonging  to  the  Talbot,  Allum 
&  Lee  piece.  The  full  lettered  edge  on  the  cent  reads:  WE  PROMISE 
TO  PAY  THE  BEARER  ONE  CENT.  On  the  presently-offered  half 
cent,  the  letters  ONE  CE  are  still  visible,  thus  not  only  making  it  a 
lettered  edge  1797  half  cent,  but  also  with  the  lettered  edge  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  wrong  denomination!  Traces  of  the  letters  F  TAL  from 
the  inscription  segment  STORE  OF  TALBOT  on  the  original  obverse 
can  be  seen  to  the  left  of  the  1797  date. 

There  are  half  cents  and  there  are  half  cents,  and  in  our  numismatic 
travels  we  have  handled  just  about  every  variety  there  is,  not  to 
mention  having  written  a  book  on  the  subject.  But,  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  interest  and  curiosity,  few  if  any  can  exceed  the  piece  of¬ 
fered  here.  This  is  only  the  second  such  item  we  have  ever  handled 
(and,  for  all  the  cataloguer  knows,  this  may  be  a  reappearance  of  the 
first  one  we  had).  The  value  of  this  half  cent  is  not  equal  to  a  small 
fortune.  Indeed,  nonchalance  being  what  it  is  in  today's  market,  it 
probably  won't  bring  much  more  than  a  regular  1797  plain  edge  would 
ring.  But,  it  should  bring  more — and  whatever  the  buyer  pays  for 
g  he  or  she  will  have  a  fascinating  coin— and  that  is  precisely  what 
the  hobby  of  numismatics  is  all  about! 
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17  1804  C-12.  Crosslet  4.  Stems  to  wreath.  Tiny  planchet  flaw  on  obverse 
rim.  AU-50.  Glossy  iridescent  brown  surfaces. 

18  Pair  of  half  cents  together  with  a  cousin:  1804  Spiked  Chin.  Massive 
die  breaks  on  reverse.  VF-30:  1826  EF-40;  1837  Half  Cent  token  (ac¬ 
tually  a  Hard  Times  token,  Low-49)  EF-40.  An  interesting  trio.  (Total: 
3  pieces) 

)9  Pair  of  half  cents:  1804  Plain  4.  Stemless  wreath.  VF-20;  1826  VF-20. 
Some  reverse  oxidation.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

L0  1811  C-2.  The  scarcest  date  of  its  era.  Fine-15.  Light  brown  surfaces. 


LI  1835  Select  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Tiny  mark  on  neck.  An  exceeding¬ 
ly  beautiful  specimen  of  an  1835  half  cent,  the  piece  possesses  a  deep 
"bittersweet  chocolate"  coloration  with  much  frost.  The  striking  is 
needle-sharp,  and  each  and  every  detail  is  wonderfully  defined.  The 
overall  aspect  of  the  piece  is  outstanding.  Even  though  the  piece 
possesses  no  original  mint  color,  it  is  one  of  the  nicest  examples  we 
have  ever  seen  of  this  date.  Check  it  over  in  person  and  we  are  sure 
you  will  agree!

Large  Cents 

Condition  Census  1794  S-22  Cent 


613  1794  S-22.  AU-55.  A  breathtakingly  beautiful  specimen  with  glossy 
light  brown  surfaces,  virtual  perfection  in  a  large  cent  of  this  era.  The 
coin  is  well  struck  and  pleasing  in  every  respect.  A  close  match  for 
the  John  W.  Adams  Collection  coin  offered  by  us  in  1982. 


S-22  is  familiarly  known  as  the  Bent  Hair  Lock  variety  and  earlier 
was  designated  by  Maris  as  the  Large  Planchet  issue.  It  is  distinguished 
by  having  a  conspicuous  loop  at  the  lower  left  corner  of  the  bust  and 
with  the  sixth  lock  of  hair  (numbering  from  the  bottom  upward)  bent 
sharply  downward. 

The  reverse  is  known  as  the  Mounded  Reverse  and  shows  swelling 
at  the  upper  right  part  of  the  wreath,  although  on  the  present  specimen, 
from  an  earlier  state,  the  swelling  is  not  as  pronounced  as  sometimes 
seen. 

The  study  and  appreciation  of  1794  cents  is  a  discipline  unto  itself, 
as  our  remarks  in  the  introduction  to  the  John  W.  Adams  catalogue 
delineate.  Each  coin— even  different  specimens  of  the  same  variety— 
has  its  own  personality  and  characteristics.  One  could  examine  a  group 
of  several  dozen  1794  cents  and  find  no  two  alike.  There  is  something 
warm  and  cheery  about  a  1794  cent.  Dr.  Sheldon  related  that  such 
pieces  conjured  up  childhood  memories  of  evenings  by  a  log  fire.  Such 
pieces  relate,  somehow,  to  a  long  distant  era  in  which  life  was  simpler, 
families  were  closer-knit,  and  the  "American  scene"  was  typified  by 
white  houses  surrounding  the  common  in  a  New  England  town,  or 
warm  red  brick  houses  lining  the  street  in  Baltimore,  or  life  on  the 
"frontier"  out  west  (which  at  that  time  was  at  the  western  border  of 
Pennsylvania!). 


614  1794  S-30.  Marred  Field  variety.  On  this  issue  the  head  of  Liberty 
is  low  in  the  field  and  crowds  the  date.  Very  Fine-20  obverse,  Fine-15 
reverse.  Medium  brown  coloration  with  some  darker  patches. 


615  1794  S-65.  Shielded  Hair  obverse.  Fine-15  obverse,  Good-6  reverse. 
The  difference  in  grading  is  explained  by  the  high  protected  rim  on 
the  left  side  of  the  obverse  which  shielded  the  motifs  from  wear.  One 
of  the  most  distinctive  varieties  of  the  year. 


616  Pair  of  cents:  1802  Choice  VF-30:  1851  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

617  Trio  of  cents:  1803  S-258,  VF-30;  1813  VF-20.  Dark  and  porous  sur¬ 
faces  (as  often  seen  for  this  date);  1857,  last  year  of  issue,  large  date. 
AU-50.  Especially  sharply  struck.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

618  Pair  of  cents:  1803  S-255.  Small  date.  VF-30;  1810  S-232.  Fine-12. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 


619  1820  Select  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Magenta  and  steel  blue  surfaces. 
Exquisite  striking  with  needle-sharp  details.  A  pleasing  specimen  of 
the  Coronet  style. 

620  1852  AU-50.  Glossy  brown  surfaces.

621  1855  Upright  5s  in  date.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  fan¬ 
tastic  piece  with  full  original  fiery  mint  red!  A  few  microscopic  flecks 
can  be  seen  under  magnification.  Of  a  given  100  Uncirculated  1855 
large  cents,  probably  not  more  than  one  or  two  others  would  match 
the  present  coin. 

This  piece  is  from  the  collection  of  Arthur  Sipe  (whose  main  holdings 
we  presented  in  our  January  sale),  but  it  was  inadvertently  omitted 
at  that  time.  Mr.  Sipe,  who  began  his  collecting  activities  in  the  1930s, 
had  access  to  many  properties  which  simply  weren't  available  at  a 
later  time.  Also,  pieces  housed  in  Arthur  Sipe  s  collection,  as  well  as 
similar  old-time  holdings,  have  been  preserved  from  dipping  and  clean¬ 
ing  (a  fate  which  has  eroded  the  value  of  many  otherwise  beautiful 
Uncirculated  large  cents). 

All  in  all,  this  large  cent  is  a  superb  piece  which  will  delight  the 
date  collector,  variety  specialist,  or  the  type  set  collector.  While  we 
cannot  say  that  it  is  one  of  a  kind,"  we  certainly  can  say  that  it  is 
extremely  rare  in  this  condition. 


622  1857  Large  cent.  Small  date  variety.  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Glossy 
brown  surfaces  with  tinges  of  original  mint  red.  Last  year  of  the  large 
cent. 

The  present  market  has  played  havoc  with  the  true  value  of 
numismatically  desirable  coins.  In  many  instances  common  coins  have 
become  expensive,  whereas  rare  coins  have  become  cheap!  Part  of 
this  is  due  to  the  popularity  of  type  collecting,  in  which  the  specific 
date  does  not  make  a  difference.  In  a  way  this  points  to  great  poten¬ 
tial  for  anyone  seeking  to  obtain  rare  pieces  for  reasonable  figures. 
An  example  is  the  1857  large  cent.  The  current  Guide  Book  lists  an 
MS-60  1857  Small  date  large  cent  for  $335,  whereas  an  Uncirculated 
1851  large  cent  is  listed  for  $275.  There  are  at  least  100  Uncirculated 
1851  cents  around  for  each  single  1857  small  date!  Put  another  way, 
the  1857  small  date  is  at  least  100  times  rarer,  but  only  slightly  more 
expensive! 


Small  Cents 

Our  selection  of  small  cents  in  this  section  contains  some 
truly  outstanding  pieces.  The  1856  flying  eagle  cent,  one  of 
the  original  business  strikes,  is  of  commanding  importance. 
Among  Indian  cents  are  to  be  found  some  truly  superb  pieces 
which  have  never  been  cleaned,  dipped,  or  "fussed  with"— 
an  unusual  quality  on  today's  market.  Lincoln  cents  con¬ 
tain  some  delightful  coins,  including  several  1909-S  V.D.B. 
pieces  and  a  most  unusual  group  of  1929  coins,  not  to 
overlook  a  simply  spectacular  1955  Doubled  Die. 


Original  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent 


623  1856  Flying  eagle.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Believed  to 
belong  to  that  class  designated  as  originals,  comprising  pieces  struck 
on  or  around  1856  to  test  the  new  design.  A  sharply  struck  and  very 
frosty  example  with  pleasing  light  golden  toning.  All  in  all  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  specimen  of  a  classic  American  rarity. 

In  1856  a  number  of  specimens,  estimated  to  be  600,  were  produced 
of  the  reduced-diameter  flying  eagle  design  in  copper-nickel  alloy.  The 
government  was  desirous  of  eliminating  the  old  copper  large  cent, 
for  by  that  time  this  format  was  considered  awkward  and  cumber¬ 
some.  The  hundreds  of  1856  flying  eagle  cents  were  produced  in  order 
to  distribute  examples  to  congressmen,  newspaper  editors,  and  others 
of  influence,  to  acquaint  them  with  the  new  format. 

At  the  time,  interest  in  coin  collecting  was  just  beginning.  Within 
a  few  years,  the  value  of  an  1856  flying  eagle  cent  had  risen  to  $2. 
Stated  more  dramatically,  the  piece  had  risen  to  be  worth  200  times 
face  value.  Realizing  that  a  good  "product"  could  be  created,  the  Mint 
set  about  restriking  pieces,  probably  somewhere  between  1,200  and 
1,500  in  all.  The  restrikes  were  produced  in  Proof  finish. 

In  general,  it  is  believed  by  students  today  that  Uncirculated  or 
business  strike  1856  flying  eagle  cents  represent  the  originals  coined 
to  the  extent  of  about  600  pieces  in  1856,  while  the  Proofs  are  restrikes 
made  circa  1858-1860. 


624  Quartette  of  small  cents:  1857  Flying  eagle,  EF-40;  1859  Indian,  AU-50, 
desirable  as  the  only  year  with  laurel  wreath  reverse;  1868  EF-40;  1903 
Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  With  "warm"  yellow-orange 
original  lustre.  A  beauty!  (Total:  4  pieces) 

625  Pair  of  Indian  cents:  1859  Choice  AU-55  if  not  fully  MS-60.  Light 
golden  toning;  1905  MS-60  to  MS-63,  reddish  brown  surfaces.  (Total: 
2  pieces) 

626  1863  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 

627  Pair  of  1863  Indian  cents.  The  first  is  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65,  especially  sharply  struck.  The  toning  is  slightly  irreglar  but 
is  of  the  old-time  original  style.  All  in  all  a  very  attractive  piece; 
the  second  coin  is  a  lustrous  MS-60  example.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

628  Trio  of  Indian  cents:  1864-L,  an  important  key  issue.  Fine-12;  1866 
MS-63.  Attractive  reddish-brown  surfaces.  Lightly  struck  on  the 
borders  but  sharp  elsewhere;  1903  MS-60,  nearly  fully  prooflike.  We 
haven  t  studied  the  die  characteristics  of  this  in  comparison  to  a  full 
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Proof,  but  it  is  possible  that  this  issue  was  struck  on  a  regular  plan- 
chet  using  Proof  dies.  In  any  event  it  is  quite  unusual  and  attractive. 
(Total:  3  pieces) 

629  Pair  of  Proof  Indian  cents,  each  Proof-63:  1864  Bronze,  scarce;  1868 
With  reverse  die  rotated  180  degrees  from  normal — a  very  unusual 
situation.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

630  Irio  of  beautiful  Indian  cents:  1865  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Certainly  one  of  the  nicest  business  strikes  in  existence;  1895 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  We  have  never  seen  a  nicer  one; 
1907  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65,  original  mint  brilliance 
fading  to  golden  orange.  A  delightful  group  for  the  advanced  collec¬ 
tor.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


631  1866  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  wonderful  specimen  of  this  scarce 
date.  Seldom  seen  so  nice. 

632  A  trio  of  MS-63  Indian  cents,  each  with  reddish  brown  surfaces  and 
each  very  attractive:  1875,  1879,  and  1901.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

633  A  nicely  matched  group  of  four  Indian  cents,  each  with  attractive  pur¬ 
ple  and  magenta  toning.  Obviously,  these  pieces  have  been  kept 
together  for  a  long  time,  perhaps  since  the  decade  of  issue.  The  group 
consists  of  an  MS-63  1883  cent  plus  three  Proofs,  (Proof-63  to 
Proof-65),  of  1884,  1886  (second  type  of  this  year)  and  1887.  Another 
delightful  group  of  Indian  cents  for  the  discriminating  buyer.  (Total: 
4  pieces) 


634  1885  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  With  attractive  light  natural  toning 
as  acquired  over  a  long  period  of  years.  Quality  such  as  this  is  very, 
very  hard  to  find  on  today's  market. 

Although  1885  is  not  particularly  rare  as  a  Proof  (no  rarer  than 
most  contemporary  issues),  as  a  date  it  is  the  most  highly  prized 
Philadelphia  issue  after  1878.  Seldom  does  one  this  attractive  come 
on  the  market. 

635  1886  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  toned  a  lovely  golden  orange 
color  while  the  reverse  is  orange  and  purple.  Another  coin  from  an 
old-time  collection. 

This  particular  cent  is  of  the  so-called  Type  I  issue  with  the  ter¬ 
minal  feather  pointing  between  I  and  C  of  AMERICA. 

636  1890  Choice  Proof-65.  Attractive  light  golden  and  chestnut  toning. 

637  1892  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65,  dipped.  This  piece  should  be  put  in 
an  old-time  "National''  or  other  cardboard  holder  to  retone.

638  Recut  date.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  One  of  the  nicest 
specimens  we  have  seen  of  the  most  spectacular  date  recutting  among 
later  Indian  cents.  The  date  1894  is  sharply  and  completely  double 
cut,  with  two  numerals  in  each  instance,  with  the  final  4  being  especial¬ 
ly  prominent.  A  very  scarce  variety  which  is  several  dozen  times  rarer 
than  a  "normal"  1894. 

639  1898  Choice  Proof-65.  Chestnut  and  iridescent  toning. 

640  1899  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Just  a  whisper  of  light  natural  ton¬ 
ing.  A  superb  specimen  for  the  connoisseur. 

641  Pair  of  MS-63  Indian  cents:  1899  and  1907.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

642  A  delightful  group  of  Indian  and  Lincoln  cents,  MS-60  to  MS-63  (most¬ 
ly),  from  an  old-time  collection.  The  specimens  are  attractively  toned 
and  have  reddish  brown  surfaces.  Seldom  is  quality  such  as  this  seen. 
The  lot  contains:  1899,  1901,  1902,  1903,  1907,  1909  Indian,  1909 
V.D.B.  Lincoln,  and  1915-D  Lincoln.  (Total:  8  pieces) 

643  1901  Choice  Proof-65.  A  splendid  specimen  with  light  orange-purple 
toning  as  acquired  over  a  long  period  of  years.  Another  delightful 
coin  of  a  quality  seldom  seen  in  today's  market. 

Note:  The  buyer  with  an  eye  for  quality  would  do  well  to  consider 
carefully  the  Indian  cents  offered  in  this  section.  They  are  far,  far  dif¬ 
ferent  from  the  usual  quality  seen.  It  may  be  a  long  time  before  similar 
bidding  opportunities  occur. 

644  1904  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Brilliant  golden  toning.  A  few  tiny 
flyspecks.  Another  outstanding  Proof. 

645  1905  Choice  Proof-65.  Orange  and  magenta  toning.  A  few  flyspecks. 


646  1908-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  The  first  branch  mint 
Indian  cent  and,  for  that  matter,  the  first  branch  mint  minor  coin  of 
any  denomination.  Although  one  seldom  reads  about  Uncirculated 
1908-S  Indian  cents  in  print,  simply  because  they  are  not  in  the 
limelight  and  no  one  has  any  in  quantity,  such  pieces  are  a  scarce 
item  on  today's  market. 

647  1909-S  Indian.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  With  orange  and 
iridescent  surfaces,  not  natural  toning  but,  rather,  recoloring  follow¬ 
ing  dipping.  One  of  the  scarcer  Indian  cent  issues. 

648  Trio  of  Lincoln  cents:  1909  V.D.B.,  1932-D,  and  1933.  each  MS-63 
to  MS-65.  Brilliant  with  some  light  natural  toning.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

649  Group  of  Lincoln  cents:  1909  V.D.B  MS-65,  gorgeous;  1909  V.D.B., 
another,  MS-63;  1911-S  MS-60;  and  1972  Doubled  Die,  Choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65,  "a  rarity  in  our  own  time.'  (Total:  4 
pieces) 
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650  1909-S  V.D.B.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  few  tiny  flecks. 
A  sharp  specimen  of  probably  the  best  known  scarcity  among  twen¬ 
tieth  century  coins. 

Let  s  rediscover  the  classics  could  well  be  a  suggestion  for  activi¬ 
ty  in  1984!  Many  traditional  scarcities  and  rarities  have  been  over¬ 
looked  in  the  rush  to  buy  and  sell  “popular"  items.  Thus,  the  relative 
prices  of  classic  issues  are  much  lower  than  they  have  been  in  years. 
The  "smart  money'  always  buys  when  the  market  is  quiet.  They  may 
know  something. 


651  1909-S  V.D.B.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  sharp  and 
desirable  specimen  of  this  classic  issue.  A  very,  very  tiny  planchet 
flake  occurs  near  the  reverse  rim  at  the  lower  left  and  probably  should 
not  even  be  mentioned  at  all.  An  outstanding  specimen  of  this  low- 
mintage  early  Lincoln  center- "  x

652  1909-S  V.D.B.  AU-50.  Glossy  brown  surfaces  with  lots  of  mint  lustre. 

653  1909-S  Lincoln.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Mint  red  start¬ 
ing  to  fade  to  light  brown.  An  attractive  specimen  of  this  fairly  scarce 
issue.

654  1909-S  Lincoln.  S  over  horizontal  S  variety.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncir¬ 
culated,  MS-65.  Under  high  magnification  traces  of  a  serif  of  the 
horizontal  S  letter  are  visible.  The  blunder  is  not  distinct,  thus  ex¬ 
plaining  why  it  was  not  recognized  for  many  decades.  Still,  it  is  listed 
in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  and,  presumably,  is  quite 
rare. 

655  Trio  of  Lincoln  cents:  1909-S  MS-63,  some  light  toning;  191 6-D  MS-63, 
some  flecks.  With  a  surface  almost  like  a  Matte  Proof;  1922-D,  scarce 
in  this  condition  but  generally  overlooked,  MS-63  to  MS-65  with  some 
flecks  on  the  reverse.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


656  1910  Matte  Proof-63.  Brown  and  purple  toning.  Scarce. 

Note:  Leonard  Albrecht,  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
staff,  wrote  an  excellent  article  on  the  subject  of  Matte  Proofs  in  an 
autumn  1983  issue  of  The  Numismatist.  The  die  characteristics  of 
various  issues  were  delineated. 

657  1911  Matte  Proof-63.  Glossy  brown  surfaces.  Probably  a  piece  which 
was  lightly  polished  many  decades  ago  and  which  has  since  toned 
to  a  natural  surface.  In  any  event,  the  surface  is  a  departure  from 
that  usually  seen. 

658  1911  Matte  Proof-60  to  63.  Iridescent  sea-green  toning.  A  sharp 
specimen. 

659  1912  Matte  Proof-63.  Orange  and  iridescent  toning. 

660  1912  Matte  Proof-63.  Brown  and  streaked  toning. 

661  1912  Matte  Proof-60.  Orange  and  iridescent  surfaces.  Some  flecks. 

662  1913  Matte  Proof-60.  A  piece  which  has  been  cleaned  and  retoned 
to  an  iridescent  color. 


663  1913  Matte  Proof-60.  A  piece  which  has  been  cleaned  and  retoned 
to  a  dark  gray  color. 


664  A  delightful  trio  of  Lincoln  cents,  MS-63  to  MS-65,  nearly  fully 
brilliant.  A  very  high  quality  lot.  Contains:  1913,  1913-S,  and  1928-D. 
(Total:  3  pieces) 

665  1921-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Just  a  suggestion  of  light 
toning.  A  nice  example  of  one  of  the  most  elusive  mintmark  issues 
of  the  decade. 


666  1922  "Plain."  Good-4,  j  f.  | 

Mini-essay:  If  anyone  ever  sets  up  a  course  in  numismatic  logic, 
it  would  be  interesting  to  hear  a  rational  explanation  of  the  desirability 
of  the  1922  "Plain."  As  most  of  our  readers  know,  the  1922  "Plain" 
Lincoln  cent,  which  catalogues  for  astronomical  amounts  in  all  grades 
(and  we  have  heard  of  an  MS-65  one  selling  for  close  to  $10,000  once!), 
is  nothing  but  a  1922-D  cent  struck  from  a  defective  die.  The  dies 
became  worn,  and  in  the  process  the  D  mintmark  became  indistinct, 
either  through  wear  or,  more  probably,  by  being  filled  with  metal 
fragments.  We  suspect  that  more  than  one  die  was  involved. 


The  result  is  that  a  perfect  well-struck  1922-D  is  worth  a  given 
amount,  one  with  a  weakly  struck  D  is  worth  more,  and  one  with 
a  D  so  imperfect  that  it  doesn't  show  at  all  is  worth  much,  much  more! 
If  the  Guide  Book,  that  arbiter  of  what  should  be  included  in  a  col¬ 
lection  and  what  shouldn't  be,  should  ever  change  its  listing  simply 
to  1922-D,  perhaps  with  a  footnote  saying,  in  effect,  "1922  Plain  cents 
are  simply  1922-D  cents  struck  from  defective  dies,"  and  without  a 
separate  listing  in  the  main  section  for  the  1922  "Plain,"  the  value 
and  demand  would  disappear  overnight. 


We  have  no  position  on  the  matter  one  way  or  the  other.  Let  the 
people  collect  what  they  want  to  collect.  However,  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  logic,  the  high  prices  for  1922  Plain  cents  seem  to  defy  all 
the  rules. 


667  A  very  unusual  group  of  1929  Lincoln  cents.  The  group  consists  of 
46  coins,  all  brilliant,  some  with  light  toning.  From  the  standpoint 
of  actual  wear  they  all  grade  MS-65  or  very  close  to  it.  The  general 
appearance  of  the  lot  is  such  that  all  must  have  been  kept  together 
since  the  time  of  issue. 

Of  the  46  pieces,  13,  or  less  than  a  third,  are  of  a  very  peculiar 
nature.  They  exhibit  flat  striking  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  and  at 
the  top  of  the  reverse.  There  are  too  many  of  these  to  be  "set-up  pieces" 
(initial  strikings  to  test  die  spacing),  so  they  must  represent  a  pro¬ 
duction  run  from  a  pair  of  dies  that  was  spaced  too  far  apart.  We 
do  not  recall  having  seen  even  a  single  such  example  among  Uncir¬ 
culated  1929  Lincoln  cents  previously  examined,  so  they  must  be  rare 
(but  not  necessarily  valuable). 

What  probably  happened  is  this:  the  production  from  three  or  four 
presses,  all  coining  cents,  was  mixed  together— as  is  the  practice  now’, 
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and  as  probably  was  the  practice  back  in  1929.  Then  this  group  was 
simply  selected  from  the  mixed  production.  One  of  the  presses  had 
inadequate  die  spacing  and  produced  the  pieces  mentioned. 

To  reiterate,  there  are  33  "regular”  or  "normal”  1929  Lincoln  cents 
with  sharp  striking,  and  13  curious  pieces  with  weak  striking.  A  most 
unusual  group!  (Total:  46  pieces) 

668  Group  of  20  1930-S  Lincoln  cents,  MS-63  to  MS-65  (mostly),  all 
brilliant.  A  nice  lot!  (Total:  20  pieces) 

669  1931-S  Probably  an  MS-63  coin  which  has  been  dipped.  In  any  event, 
a  piece  which  has  much  mint  lustre  and  unnatural  orange  coloration. 
A  scarce  and  popular  date. 

Note:  Such  pieces  can  be  retoned.  Over  a  period  of  years  they  can 
be  restored  to  normalcy.  Guidelines  in  this  direction  are  given  in 
Dr.  V\  illiam  H.  Sheldon’s  Penny  Whimsy  book. 


Superb  1955  Doubled  Die  Cent 


670  1955  Doubled  Die.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Full  original 
mint  brilliance  with  just  a  suggestion  of  light  natural  toning.  One  of 
the  nicest  such  pieces  we  have  seen  in  several  years. 

Years  ago,  when  they  were  first  released,  we  made  a  specialty  of 
1955  Doubled  Die  cents  and  at  one  time  had  800  of  them.  No  original 
rolls  have  ever  come  to  light,  nor  have  any  pieces  ever  been  discovered 
in  original  rolls.  Thus,  the  survival  of  1955  Doubled  Die  cents  is  strictly 
a  matter  of  chance.  Considering  that  these  pieces  were  rare  back  in 
1955  and  1956,  and  considering  that  many  pieces  have  been  cleaned 
in  the  meantime,  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  no  more  than  one 
or  two  hundred  truly  MS-65  coins  exist  today!  In  this  condition  it 
is  at  least  500  times  rarer  than  the  1972  Doubled  Die  (an  issue  which 
was  saved  in  quantity  at  the  time  of  discovery). 

A  marvelous  coin  which  undoubtedly  will  attract  a  record  bid! 

671  A  group  of  various  types  of  one-cent  pieces:  1853  Large  cent.  Choice 
EF-45;  1858  Flying  eagle  cent,  variety  with  small  letters,  Choice  EF-45; 
1859  Indian  cent,  only  year  with  laurel  wreath  reverse,  VF-30;  1910 
Lincoln  cent,  wreath  reverse,  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65 
(a  beauty!):  and  what  is  probably  the  most  inexpensive  coin  ever  to 
merit  a  description  in  one  of  our  auction  catalogues,  an  MS-65 
specimen  of  an  ordinary  1964  Lincoln  cent  (illustrating  the  Memorial 
reverse).  (Total:  5  pieces)

A  splendid  specimen  of  one  of  the 
lowest  mintage  dates  in  the  series.  Just  950  Proofs  plus  1,000  business 
strikes  were  made.  The  business  strikes  are,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
nonexistent  (did  you  ever  see  one?),  leaving  survivors  of  the  Proof 
mintage  as  the  only  available  coins.  The  total  population  of  1872 -dated 
silver  three-cent  pieces  is  probably  fewer  than  500  or  600,  and  many 
of  these  are  impaired.

Minute  diebreaks  are  the  rule,  not  the  exception,  among  early  shield 
nickels.  And,  sure  enough,  a  magnifying  glass  reveals  a  minute  break 
extending  from  the  edge  of  the  shield  to  the  second  inside  leaf  on  the 
right  and  another  break  extending  from  the  terminal  leaf  on  the  right 
downward  to  the  border.  The  reverse  rim  has  some  breaks  at  the  ex¬ 
treme  edge  (not  extending  into  the  denticles)  at  the  area  opposite  OF 
AMER. 

703  1866  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sparkling  and  frosty. 
Another  example  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  nickel. 

This  piece  is  struck  from  a  different  pair  of  dies  and  exhibits  dif¬ 
ferent  breaks.  While  it  may  be  a  waste  of  print  to  describe  the  breaks 
here,  we  will  do  it  anyway  in  the  event  that  one  of  our  readers  might 
be  cataloguing  different  variations.  The  presently-offered  coin  displays 
an  obverse  break  extending  from  the  border  to  the  left  of  the  date, 
through  the  base  of  the  shield  and  out  to  the  border  through  the  right- 
side  arrow  point,  then  from  the  border  up  to  the  terminal  leaf  on  the 
right.  Another  break,  almost  microscopic  in  its  fineness,  extends  from 
the  terminal  leaf  to  the  left  downward,  then  turns  left  to  the  border. 
The  reverse  has  several  breaks:  one  goes  from  the  border  through  the 
tops  of  NER  and  then  out  to  the  border  again,  another  break  begins 
at  the  top  point  of  the  star  below  O  in  OF  and  extends  upward,  but 
not  quite  to  the  border.  Another  break  begins  at  the  border  to  the 
left  of  the  I  and  extends  through  TED  near  the  top.  Another  series 
of  related  cracks  begins  at  the  border  above  the  U  and  meanders 
through  the  bottom  of  CEN,  with  a  few  branch  breaks.  All  of  this, 
of  course,  is  academic,  but  such  features  contribute  to  the  appeal  of 
the  coin.  At  the  time  these  coins  were  struck,  the  Mint  found  the  hard 
nickel  alloy  very  difficult  to  work  with,  and  numerous  broken  and 
rapidly-worn  dies  resulted. 

704  1867  With  rays.  MS-60  or  slightly  better  obverse.  The  reverse  shows 
some  friction  and  the  coin  could  probably  be  called  MS-60/ AU-55, 
though  seemingly  illogical  (how  can  one  side  of  a  coin  be  Uncirculated 
and  the  other  side  be  worn?),  is  more  close  to  the  appearance.  The 
date  1867  is  sharply  recut,  an  interesting  feature.  Additional  recut¬ 
ting  can  be  seen  among  the  obverse  letters.  The  1867  with  rays  nickel 
is  many  times  scarcer  than  the  1866  issue. 

Note:  This  is  as  good  of  a  place  as  any  to  mention  that  Q.  David 
Bowers  of  our  staff  is  doing  some  research  on  the  1867  Paris  Exposi¬ 
tion,  and  in  particular  would  welcome  hearing  from  any  readers  who 
have  a  catalogue  listing  a  detailed  enumeration  of  various  commer¬ 
cial  exhibitors.  Credit  will  be  given,  of  course,  when  the  research  find¬ 
ings  are  published.

business  strikes  than  Proofs.  This  situation  has  caused  a  "field  day" 
for  certain  sellers  who,  realizing  that  true  business  strikes  in  many 
instances  are  far  rarer  than  Proofs,  have  sold  these  Proofs  as  Uncir¬ 
culated  coins.

Mini  essay:  Among  coins  of  our  century,  buffalo  nickels  are  the 
most  difficult  to  find  in  sharply  struck  MS-65  condition.  True,  cer¬ 
tain  issues  come  this  way — most  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  dates  and 
various  issues  of  the  1930s,  for  example.  However,  there  are  many 
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issues  in  the  series,  primarily  the  Denver  and  San  Francisco  pieces 
ot  the  teens  and  twenties,  which  simply  don't  show  up  in  sharply  struck 
format  Although  this  may  seem  to  be  an  incredible  statement,  so  far 
as  we  know  there  has  never  been  a  sharply  struck  MS-65  set  of  buf¬ 
falo  nickel  dates,  mintmarks,  and  varieties  formed  by  anyone!  Some 
have  come  close  but  no  person  has  achieved  the  complete  objective.

740  1916  Doubled  Die.  F.xtremely  Fine-40.  A  sharp  specimen  of  a  very 
rare  issue.  In  fact,  we  do  not  recall  ever  having  handled  one  before! 
This  is  despite  the  relatively  nominal  catalogue  value  for  such  pieces. 

It  memory  serves,  this  variety  was  first  brought  to  the  attention 
of  numismatists  when  noted  Philadelphia  dealer  Harry  Forman  sub¬ 
mitted  an  example  to  one  of  the  numismatic  publications  for  illustra¬ 
tion.  As  the  variety  is  not  included  in  any  of  the  popular  albums  or 
plastic  holders  for  the  buffalo  nickel  series,  most  collectors  have  not 
included  it  on  their  want  lists.  These  two  factors — the  relatively  re¬ 
cent  date  of  discovery  plus  non-inclusion  in  holders — contribute  to 
the  low  catalogue  price.  Obviously,  here  is  a  sleeper.

It  is  such 
stuff  that  keeps  the  life  of  an  auction  cataloguer  interesting! 

This  coin  is  the  identical  piece  featured  on  the  front  page  of 
Numismatic  News,  September  16,  1978.  in  an  article  featuring  the 
byline  of  Alan  Herbert,  noted  authority  on  mint  errors.  It  describes 
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a  1937-D  buffalo  nickel,  offered  herewith  for  sale  which  we  grade  as 
MS-65.  Now,  to  the  1978  article: 

"NEW  BUFFALO  VARIETY  FOUND. 

It  took  41  years,  but  a  new  buffalo  nickel  variety  has  been  found 
by  Florida  collector  Mike  O'Reilly.  It  is  a  1937-D  Buffalo  nickel  with 
the  D  mintmark  double  punched  over  a  perfectly  centered  S. 

'  O'Reilly's  coin  is  a  full-horn  Uncirculated  grade.  The  overmint- 
mark  is  quite  similar  to  the  multiple  punched  D  over  S  mintmark  so 
well  known  on  the  1938-D  nickels.  The  first  D  is  punched  south  of 
the  main  D,  showing  a  clear  shallow  lower  front  curve  and  base  below 
the  main  D.  All  that  shows  of  the  S  underneath  is  the  compound  curve 
from  the  center  of  the  S,  centered  in  the  opening  of  the  main  D,  most 
easily  visible  when  the  light  strikes  the  coin  from  above  it  to  the  right, 
or  when  the  coin  is  held  upside  down  to  view  the  mintmark. 

"Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  thing  about  the  discovery  is  that  it 
took  this  long.  The  1937-D  nickels  in  the  hands  of  collectors  and  the 
public  alike  have  been  searched  over  and  over  for  the  popular  three- 
legged  buffalo,  insuring  that  any  coin  with  this  date  and  mintmark 
has  had  much  scrutiny  than  most  other  coins..." 

In  another  article,  also  in  Numismatic  News,  this  one  dated 
September  30,  1978  and  penned  by  Donn  Pearlman,  the  mintmark 
of  the  presently-offered  nickel  is  again  illustrated,  and  a  reiteration 
of  the  discovery  occupies  most  of  a  column  of  print  under  the  headline 
''DISCOVERY  OF  BUFFALO  NICKEL  VARIETY  PROVES  EXPAN¬ 
SION  OF  NUMISMATICS'  INQUISITIVENESS." 

Correspondence  between  Alan  Herbert  and  Michael  A.  O'Reilly 
reveals  that  by  December  14,  1978  a  total  of  eight  coins  had  been 
discovered,  with  the  other  seven  coming  from  specimens  found  in  a 
roll  by  a  North  Dakota  dealer  (who  advertised  MS-65  examples  for 
sale  on  page  18  of  Numismatic  News,  November  11,  1978). 

In  our  Research  Department  the  present  cataloguer  examined  Lot 
753  under  our  Bausch  &  Lomb  stereo  microscope  as  well  as  under 
other  magnification.  We  agree  that  the  mintmark  has  been  recut,  but 
we  are  not  convinced  that  the  recutting  is  over  an  S.  A  more  logical 
explanation,  to  the  present  cataloguer,  is  that  an  earlier  D  (which  also 
possesses  a  curve)  was  cut  too  low  in  the  die.  Remnants  of  the  top 
right  curve  of  the  D  are  now  visible  within  the  main  D.  There  is  no 
trace  of  a  serif  or  any  other  components  which  would  indicate  an  S. 
No  "fantastic  value"  has  been  ascribed  to  the  piece  (witness  the  $40 
offering  of  a  few  years  ago),  so  the  comments  here  are  not  of 
monumental  monetary  significance.  Rather,  they  point  out  that  even 
the  experts  can  differ  (something,  coincidentally,  we  noted  under  our 
description  of  the  preservation  of  Lot  750).  The  purchaser  of  Lot  753 
will  also  receive  copies  of  the  correspondence  with  Alan  Herbert  and 
clippings  of  the  various  Numismatic  News  articles.  It  is  certainly  an 
interesting  coin!
